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INTRODUCTION. 


The  Editor,  in  the  Introduction  to  his  last  volume  of 
the  Pell  Records,  of  the  period  of  King  James  I.,  pro- 
mised to  furnish  a selection  from  these  Records  of  pas- 
sages connected  with  history  of  a more  rare  and  curious 
nature,  to  commence  with  the  reign  of  King  Henry  III. 
He  trusts,  upon  a careful  examination  of  the  contents  of 
the  present  volume,  that  it  will  be  considered  he  has 
redeemed  his  pledge. 

The  Records  from  which  the  following  extracts  are 
taken,  on  account  of  their  variety,  authenticity,  and  im- 
portance, afford  valuable  illustrations  to  every  branch  of 
our  history,  foreign  and  domestic:  and  it  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  point  out  any  other  class  of  Records  furnishing 
so  rich  and  exhaustless  a mine  of  information  to  the 
Historian,  Statesman,  Political  Economist,  Jurisconsult, 
or  Biographer. 

The  nature  of  these  documents  having  in  a previous 
volume1  been  so  fully  explained,  it  now  only  remains  to 
proceed  at  once  to  the  usual  object  of  a Preface — to  notice,

HENRY  III. 

The  earliest  Roll  from  which  any  extracts  are  made 
is  a Liberate  Roll  of  the  tenth  year  of  the  reign  ol 
King  Henry  III.,  and  though  the  entries  in  the  earlier 
Records  are  generally  of  a more  concise  nature,  yet  they 
contain  numerous  particulars  confirmatory  of  many  points 
of  general  history,  and  illustrative  of  our  fiscal,  legal,  and 
municipal  rights.  The  first  entry  on  the  Roll  above  re- 
ferred to  furnishes  evidence  of  the  existence  of  a fair  at 
Saint  Ives1  at  this  early  period,  where  the  King  is  stated 
to  have  purchased  robes  for  his  brother  Richard. 

Upon  the  same  Roll  the  King  is  found  rewarding  the 
abbot  and  monks  of  Warden2  for  their  losses  and  services 
rendered  near  the  town  and  at  the  castle  of  Bedford ; which 
probably  relates  to  the  disturbances  a few  years  previous, 
caused  by  Foulques  de  Breautee,  who  seized  and  impri- 
soned the  J udges  in  this  castle.3  At  the  same  page 4 of

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this  volume,  is  an  entry  of  1000/.  paid  to  Hubert  de  Burgh, 
for  the  custody  of  Dover  Castle,  who  is  styled  by  Andrews 
the  historian,  the  gallant  defender  of  this  fortress.1  It  is 
unnecessary  here  to  state  the  circumstances  under  which 
Hubert  de  Burgh  succeeded  to  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  the  realm  upon  the  death  of  the  Earl  of  Pem- 
broke ; this,  with  other  incidents  in  history  frequently  re- 
ferred to  in  the  Pell  Records,  being  matters  of  sufficient 
historical  notoriety,  are  not  noticed  ; but  many  names  and 
rewards  to  persons  who  supported  the  King  and  his 
Chief  Justiciary,  aided  by  the  influence  of  the  Church, 
against  the  encroachments  of  the  Barons,  will  be  found 
extracted  from  these  Rolls, 

The  object  of  the  embassy  sent  to  Lewis  VIII.,  of 
France,  successor  to  King  Philip,  demanding  the  restitu- 
tion of  Normandy,  (Poitou  and  Guienne  then  being  in 
danger,)  having  failed,  preparations  were  made  to  rein- 
force Richard,  Earl  of  Cornwall,  the  King’s  brother,  in 
Gascony,  both  with  men  and  money ; and  though  King 
Henry  subsequently  sold  these  territories  to  the  French 
King,  the  few  extracts  made  from  this  Roll  show  the 
King’s  anxiety  (at  least  at  this  period)  to  assist  his  brother 
in  recovering  the  lost  possessions,  and  retaining  those 
threatened  to  be  wrested  from  him. 

The  Editor  regrets  that  the  confined  limits  of  this  work 
would  not  allow  him  to  furnish  many  interesting  extracts

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at  this  period,  relating  to  Normandy,  Gascony,  Poitou, 
Guienne,  and  other  provinces  in  France  formerly  sub- 
ject to  the  King  of  England,  as  they  probably  would  have 
supplied  many  deficiencies  in  Carte’s1  Catalogue  of  the 
Norman  and  Gascon  Rolls,  the  earliest  noticed  by  him 
being  the  26th2  Henry  III.  Some  few  extracts,  how- 
ever, relating  to  these  provinces  will  be  found  on  referring 
to  the  Index  at  the  end  of  this  volume ; and  further  in- 
formation on  this  subject  may  be  gathered  from  the 
Rolls  themselves. 

It  will  be  in  order  of  time  here  to  notice  the  portion  of 
an  early  Roll  of  Accounts  rendered  into  the  Exchequer 
by  the  Jews,  discovered  amongst  the  Pell  Records,  and 
added  in  the  Appendix,3  from  the  heading  of  which  a 
lithographic  impression  is  annexed.  Madox,4  in  his  History 
of  the  Exchequer,  makes  frequent  mention  of  the  Jews 
and  of  their  accounts  rendered  into  the  Exchequer,  some 
as  early  as  the  reign  of  King  Henry  II.  ; and  the  late 
John  Caley,  Esq.,  in  his  learned  treatise5  “ Outlie  Origin 
or  early  Establishment  of  the  Jews  in  England, ’’  states 
there  were  many  repositories  for  the  Jewish  deeds  estab- 
lished in  England,  but  the  greatest  of  these  was  in  a

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particular  part  of  the  Exchequer  at  Westminster,  called 
Scaccarium  Judseorum ; and  here  all  matters  in  which 
the  Jews  had  any  concern  were  regulated  by  proper 
officers  appointed  by  the  King,  under  the  title  of  Justices 
of  the  Jews. 

The  Roll  now  under  consideration  is  not  of  such  general 
interest  as  some  of  those  that  have  been  lately  discovered1 
in  the  Exchequer,  and  of  others  which  must  have  been  in- 
spected by  the  late  John  Caley,2  Esq.  It  is  only  given  as  a 
specimen  of  the  earliest  Roll  of  this  nature  yet  discovered 
in  the  Pell  Office,  and  is  curious  inasmuch  as  it  shows  that 
a great  portion  of  the  revenue  derived  from  this  class  of 
persons  was  paid  by  the  Jewesses;  this  appears  from 
the  payments  made  by  Rachel,  the  daughter  of  David, 
for  an  aid3  to  marry  the  King’s  sister;  Margery,  fora 
chirograph,  or  star,  to  render  an  account;4  and  from  many 
other  payments  made  by  females. 

Hume  states  that  King  Henry  III.  was  noted  for  his 
piety,  devotion,  and  regular  attendance  on  public  worship, 
and  that  the  following  saying  of  that  monarch  on  the  latter 
subject  is  much  celebrated  by  ancient  writers ; namely, 
that  when  he  was  engaged  in  a dispute  with  Lewis  IX.,

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ct  France,  concerning  the  preference  between  sermons 1 
and  masses,  lie  maintained  the  superiority  of  the  latter, 
affirming  that  he  would  rather  have  one  hour’s  conversa- 
tion with  a friend  than  hear  twenty  the  most  elaborate 
discourses  pronounced  in  his  praise.  This  character 
given  of  King  Henry  by  the  above,  and  by  historians  in 
general,  is  fully  corroborated  in  these  Records : the 
opinion  lie  expressed  in  favour  of  mass  and  religious 
ceremonies  is  also  confirmed  on  referring  to  some  of  the 
undermentioned  payments. 

The  King  presents  a vest  and  a cup  to  the  chaplains 
of  Saint  Peter’s,2  Westminster ; he  grants  50  marks  for 
apil  grimage  to  the  Holy  Land  ;3  pays  stipends  to  priests, 
to  say  masses  for  the  soul  of  Queen  Eleanor,4  his  grand- 
mother ; makes  oblations  of  cloths  of  gold  and  arras  to 
Christ  Church,  Bermondsey  ; also  of  musk  and  frank- 
incense, together  with  a crystal  vessel  and  cloths  of  arras 
to  the  chapel  of  Saint  Stephen’s,5  Westminster ; presents 
a ring,  with  an  emerald,  a gold  clasp,  and  six  baudekins, 
to  the  church  of  Saint  Paul’s  ;6  also  mitres,  to  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Armagh,7  and  Bishop  of  Hereford  ;8  gold  and 
other  copes,  a tunic  and  dalmatican,  an  albe,  a gold 
branch  candlestick,  chalices,  and  various  other  plate,  &c., 
offered  to  divers  chaplains  and  religious  houses.9  Incense 
is  offered  in  Saint  Peter’s  Church,  Westminster,  on  his  bro- 
ther Richard’s  return  from  the  Holy  Land:10  2000  poor 
are  fed  for  the  salvation  of  his  sister’s  soul,  the  Empress  of

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Germany.  Many  oblations  were  made  at  the  shrine  of  Saint 
Edward,  and  in  Westminster  Abbey,  for  religious  pur- 
poses, such  as  lights  to  burn  round  the  shrine,1  and  a great 
lamp  in  the  body  of  the  church  ; silver  supplied  to  make  a 
tabernacle,2  to  contain  an  ivory  image,  and  to  repair  the 
sceptre3  of  the  blessed  Edward;  and  for  rods  and  bars  to 
bear  the  cross ; 4 also  a missal,5  with  a gradale  and  antiphone 
contained  therein ; an  embroidered  chesable,  made  by 
Mabilia,6  of  Saint  Edmunds,  with  two  Geneva  cloths  of 
silk,  and  another  cloth  from  Milan,  were  offered  on  the  re- 
turn of  Richard,7  the  King’s  brother;  126  rings  were  also 
offered  at  the  feast  of  the  Circumcision,8  with  very  many 
other  entries  of  a like  nature,  showing  that  this  Monarch 
was  exceeded  only  in  pious  superstition  by  the  act  of  King 
Henry  II.,  his  grandfather,  when  he  submitted  to  be 
scourged  on  doing  penance  at  the  tomb  of  Thomas  & 
Becket,  in  Canterbury  Cathedral.

One  thousand  marks  paid  to  the  Pope,1  due  for  his  an- 
nual tax,  in  the  fortieth  year  of  this  King’s  reign. 

A messenger  rewarded  for  bringing  the  first  news  of 
the  safe  delivery  of  the  wife  of  William  Chavenny.2

A Roll4  of  the  expenses  for  repairing  and  rebuilding 
part  of  the  King’s  palace  at  Westminster,  dated  43rd  year 
of  Henry  III.,  is  here  introduced,  which,  amongst  other 
particulars,  gives  an  account  of  rebuilding  his  chamber, 
strengthening  with  iron  the  tunnel  of  the  chimney,  and 


of  the  versifier  or  poet,#Dm  which  probably  the  title  of  poet  laureate  of  the 
present  day  takes  its  name.  See  note  to  the  Editor’s  Introduction  of  the 
Issue  Roll  of  Thomas  de  Brantingham,  p.  xxix.  Andrews,  in  his  History 
of  Britain,  p.  419,  relates  the  following  curious  anecdote  of  this  Henry  the 
versifier.  “In  1251,  a bard,  styled  Master  Henry  the  versifier,  had  1005. 
allowed  him  as  a fee  of  office.  This  Master  Henry  chanced  to  offend  a 
humorous  Cornish  poet,  named  Michael  Blaunpayne,  or  Merry  Master 
Michael,  by  reflections  on  his  country,  which  drew  from  the  western 
rhymer  a sharp  satire,  [in  Latin,]  in  which  Master  Henry  is  thus  described, 
[as  translated  by  James  Pettit  Andrews:] 

‘ The  thigh  of  a sparrow,  the  feet  of  a goat, 

Hare-lips,  and  boar's  fangs,  thee  a monster  denote  ; 

Thou  canst  whine  like  a whelp,  like  a bull  thou  canst  roar, 

Thou  art  foul  as  a witch,  and  art  as  black  as  a Moor. 

Thus  peerless  appearing,  believe  me,  thy  songster. 

Thy  grimly  grimaces  demonstrate  a monster  1’  ”

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repairing  the  baths  there,  forming  a drain  from  the 
King’s  great  kitchen  to  the  Thames,  and  newly  con- 
structing another  chamber  over  the  Thames  ; with  a de- 
scription of  the  ornamental  work,  decorations,  &c.,  done 
to  the  same  palace,  including  a payment  to  Master  Wil- 
liam,1 the  painter,  for  designing  the  picture  of  Jesse  on 
the  mantelpiece  of  the  chimney,  and  who  is  stated  to  have 
cleaned  and  restored  the  painted  walls  of  the  King’s 
chamber.  This  Roll  also  furnishes  a most  minute  ac- 
count of  the  nature  and  quality  of  the  stone  and  other 
materials  used,  specifying  from  whence  they  were  ob- 
tained ; the  names  and  class  of  workmen  employed,  the 
rate  of  wages  paid  to  each,  with  the  time  they  were  en- 
gaged upon  the  work,  and  a description  is  added  of  the 
workmen’s  tools,  hammers,  planks,  laths,  tiles,  nails,  and 
implements  used. 

A few  extracts  only  are  given  from  a household  Roll 2 
of  the  forty-fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Henry  III., 
being  an  account  of  the  expenses  during  the  year  he  went 
to  Paris  to  settle  a treaty  with  the  French  King  : for  a 
more  detailed  account  of  this  Roll  the  reader  is  referred 
to  the  note  below. 


EDWARD  I. 

In  the  Issue  Roll  of  the  first  year  of  this  monarch, 
frequent  mention  is  made  of  the  death  of  his  father.

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liis  widow.  Queen  Eleanor,  to  have  been  buried  on  the 
day  of  Saint  Edmund  the  king  and  martyr,1  in  the  fifty- 
seventh  year  of  his  reign.  Notice  is  also  taken  of  the 
tomb  erected  for  John  of  Windsor,2  King  Edward’s  in- 
fant son,  born  at  Acre,  in  Palestine  ; on  receiving  the 
news  of  whose  death  the  King  is  reported  to  have  ex- 
pressed but  little  sorrow,  though  deeply  grieved  by  the 
loss  of  his  father.3 

At  the  commencement  of  this  King’s  reign  consider- 
able repairs  and  decorations  were  made  to  Westminster 
Hall,4  which,  in  all  probability,  were  done  in  anticipation 
of  the  approaching  coronation,5  an  event  which  had  not 
taken  place  in  this  venerable  building  for  many  years 
preceding. 

Immediately  on  this  King’s  return  to  England,  evi- 
dence of  applying  himself  to  correct  the  disorders  arising 
from  the  loose  administration  of  the  laws  during  his 
father’s  reign,  may  be  traced  from  the  frequent  payments 
to,  and  appointments  of  judges,6  to  proceed  in  their 
iters,  the  profits  arising  from  which  must  have  been 
considerable,  as  appears  from  the  Receipt  Rolls  pre- 
served in  the  Pell  Office.  The  fines  and  heavy  amerce- 
ments arising  in  these  iters  were  variously  applied  to

Although  much  of  King  Edward’s  time,  at  the  early 
period  of  his  reign,  was  occupied  in  redressing  griev- 
ances at  home,  and  in  making  preparations  for  the  con- 
quest of  Wales,  yet,  on  referring  to  several  of  the  extracts 
here  noticed,  he  appears  to  have  found  time  for  many 
charitable2  and  pious  acts,3  for  improving  his  castle  at 
Windsor,4  the  palace5  and  vineyard6  at  Westminster; 
for  erecting  the  mews,7  and  forming  his  gardens8  at 
Charing  Cross,  and  for  many  private  and  public  acts  of 
piety,  charity,  and  attention  to  his  consort  and  children.

The  bulls  of  Pope  Nicholas  IV.,  granting  a tenth2 
from  the  churches  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  in 
aid  of  the  Holy  Land,  transcribed  and  reduced  into 
public  form;  upon  which  affair  the  King  was  attended  at 
Ambresbury. 

A portion  only  of  a household  Roll3  of  Edward,  son 
of  King  Edward  I.,  dated  in  the  twenty-first  year  of 
his  father’s  reign,  has  been  extracted;  the  whole  Roll  is 
far  too  voluminous  for  insertion.  This  Roll  is  curious, 
inasmuch  as  it  shows  the  daily  expenditure  of  the  Prince’s 
household  for  one  whole  year,  where  he  sojourned  each 
day,  states  the  names  of  the  nobility  and  other  persons 
who  visited  him,  how  long  they  stayed,  and  the  time  of 
their  departure.

EDWARD  II. 

The  first  remarkable  entry  noticed  in  this  reign  is  the 
delivery  into  the  Exchequer  of  the  King’s1  seal,  by  William 
de  Melton,  Comptroller  of  the  Wardrobe,  which  had  been 
used  in  England  during  his  Majesty’s  absence ; the  delivery 
is  witnessed  by  Peter  de  Gavaston,  Earl  of  Cornwall, 
then  designated  the  King’s  deputy  in  England,  and  is 
stated  to  have  been  enclosed  in  a white  leathern  purse,  or 
bag,  sealed  with  the  Privy  Seal  of  John  de  Langton, 
Bishop  of  Chichester,  Chancellor  of  England.  The  de- 
existence and  unpublished,  the  public  will  doubtless  soon  be  put  in  possession 
of  it;  for,  in  unremitting  search  to  discover  new  materials  for  history,  the 
enthusiasm  of  Old  Hearne  seems  to  have  revived  in  the  person  of  Sir 
Francis,  to  whom  the  compliment  paid  by  Dibdin,  to  D’lsraeli,  of  being  the 
modern  “Indagator  invictissimus  of  every  thing  that  is  curious  and  interest- 
ing in  history  and  literature,”  is  equally  applicable.

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positing  of  this  seal  in  the  Exchequer  appears  to  have 
been  attended  with  much  publicity,  being  made  in  the 
presence  of  the  Chancellor,  four  Barons,  and  the  Remem- 
brancer of  the  Exchequer ; it  was  entrusted  to  the  care  of 
the  Chamberlains  of  the  same  Court,  to  be  kept  in  the 
King’s  Treasury.  The  Roll  of  the  1st  year  of  this  King’s 
reign  also  notices  the  preparations  made  for  his  coronation; 
and  amongst  other  things  directed  to  be  obtained  upon  this 
occasion,  the  following  are  to  be  found  : cloth,1  corn,  beer, 
large  cattle,  boars,  sheep,  pigs,  poultry,  fish,  large  fish, 
small  pike,  lampreys,  wood,  coal,  plates,  dishes,  saltcellars, 
armour,  beds,  and  apparel  for  the  King’s  person ; the 
sceptre  is  also  directed  to  be  repaired,  cloth  purchased 
at  Abindon  to  cover  the  palace,  and  timber  and  planks  are 
stated  to  have  been  taken  from  Bustlesham2  to  the  King’s 
palace  at  Westminster  for  the  same  purpose. 

Many  curious  payments  are  also  contained  on  this  Roll 
relative  to  the  will3  and  burial  of  King  Edward  I.,  some

“ before  his  accession  to  the  Crown,  lie  being  described  as  ‘ Edward,  the  eld- 
“ est  son  of  the  Lord  King  Henry  III.,'  dated  at  Acres,  the  56th  year  of  his 
“ father’s  reign.  This  will  is  now  lost,  but  a copy  is  entered  in  Register  A.  pre- 
" served  in  the  Chapter-house ; and  is  therein  stated  to  be  deposited  in  the 
“ forcer,  bound  with  iron,  and  marked  with  the  sign  of  an  index  or  hand. 
“ Furthermore  a transcript  of  a will  of  Edward  I.  without  dale,  and  two 
“original  wills  of  the  same  sovereign,  both  indented  and  made  under  the 
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of  which  are  not  quite  reconcileable  with  the  accounts 
published  of  these  transactions.  Walter  de  Langeton, 
Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield,  Henry  de  Blunteston, 
Luke  de  Wodeford,  of  the  order  of  Preaching  Friars,  and 
Robert  de  Cotingham,  are  herein1  described  as  executors  to 
the  will  of  King  Edward  I.,  and  as  such  were  paid  20,000 
marks,  for  the  expenses  of  the  late  King  and  his  family, 
by  command  of  the  Treasurer.  Payments  were  also  made 
to,  and  by  the  said  executors,  upon  various  occasions,  as 
for  the  expenses  of  the  late  King’s  children,  Thomas, 
Edmund,  and  Eleanor ; they  distributed  100  marks  to 
the  poor  for  the  salvation  of  the  King’s  soul,  and  paid  ten 
marks  as  a stipend  to  William  de  Horseden  for  remaining 
at  Waltham2  with  the  body  of  the  deceased  King;  and  re- 
munerated the  sumpter  man  for  having  provided  torches 
and  leather  for  the  corpse,  and  furnishing  horses  for  knights 
to  ride  in  the  late  King’s  armour  before  his  body,  between 
the  church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  London,  and  Westminster 
Abbey.  They  also  appear  to  have  paid  some  of  the  Queen’s 
expenses ; the  apothecary’s  bill  for  Edward,  Prince  of  Wales, 
the  King’s  son,  during  his  father’s  lifetime,  together  with 
other  payments  not  here  noticed:  thus  as  some  of  the 
beforementioned  payments  were  probably  made  in  pursu- 
ance of  directions  contained  in  the  will  now  under  consider- 


“ great  seal,  and  seal  of  his  executors,  who  thus,  according  to  the  ancient 
“ practice,  signified  their  acceptance  of  the  trust : all  these  instruments  are 
“ lost.  The  table  of  contents  of  the  Register  further  notices  another  will  of 
“ Edward  I.,  made  at  Ghent,  in  Flanders,  in  the  26th  year  of  his  reign,  which 
“ was  also  deposited  in  the  beforementioned  forcer.  But  this  document  has 
“ shared  the  fate  of  the  others,  and  can  be  no  longer  found,  nor  has  any 
“ copy  been  preserved  ; for,  although  it  was  evidently  intended  that  the  will 
“ should  have  been  entered  in  the  Register,  yet  the  pages  to  which  the  table 
“ refers  are  left  blank  by  the  neglect  or  inattention  of  the  transcriber.”

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ation,  it  is  not  improbable,  upon  a more  minute  inspection 
of  these  Rolls,  that  further  evidence  of  the  contents  of 
these  wills  may  yet  be  found  to  supply  the  deficiency  so 
much  regretted  by  Sir  Francis  Palgrave. 

The  Issue  Rolls  of1  about  the  period  of  the  eighth  year 
of  this  King's  reign,  are  filled  with  payments  for  assem- 
bling the  great  army  which  marched  against  Scotland  in 
the  fruitless  expedition  previous  to  its  defeat  by  Robert 
Bruce  at  Bannockburn ; the  entries  of  payments  for  the 
preparations  made  for  this  unfortunate  and  disastrous 
affair  were  too  numerous  to  be  extracted : the  limits  of 
this  volume  would  only  admit  the  few  following  notices 
relating  to  the  affairs  of  Scotland,  viz. : — 

Payments  to  Lord  William  de  Felton2  for  him  to  proceed 
to  the  Scotch  war  with  five  knights,  forty  soldiers,  and 
those  whose  names  were  entered  in  a certain  Roll  delivered 
into  the  wardrobe. 

One  thousand  pounds  sent  to  Lord  Eustace  de  Cotes- 
beeli,3  at  Berwick,  Chamberlain  of  Scotland,  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Scotch  war ; also  one  thousand  marks  paid 
to  Humphrey  de  Bohun,4  Earl  of  Hereford  and  Essex,  for 
his  last  passage  with  the  King  to  Scotland. 

Many  payments  are  made  to  persons  proceeding  to  the 
Scotch  war ; to  supply  provisions  for  the  King’s  passage  to 
Scotland,  and  to  men  at  arms  in  the  marches  there ; to  Lord 
Adomar  de  Valencia 5 for  defence  thereof,  and  to  garrison

The  Roll 
of  the  19th  year  of  this  King  also  contains  a curious  entry, 
evidencing  the  existence  of  the  art  of  engraving  at  this 
early  period  ; namely,  a payment  of  30s.,  to  John  de.Cas- 
tleacre,  goldsmith  of  London,  for  engraving  300  dishes 
and  300  saltcellars  with  a leopard,  and  for  weighing  the 
same  dishes  and  saltcellars,  and  engraving  the  weight  on 
the  outside  or  back  thereof.  A payment  is  also  added  to 
the  engrosser  of  the  Exchequer,  for  newly  engrossing  cer- 
tain foreign  accounts  entered  in  the  Red  Rook 2 of  the 
Exchequer. 


EDWARD  III. 

The  Issue  Rolls  of  this  period  form  nearly  a regular 
series,  and  furnish  evidence  of  a much  more  connected 
chain  of  events. 

The  first  entry  extracted  in  this  reign  is  properly  re- 
ferable to  the  last,  being  a payment  of  two  hundred 
pounds  to  Thomas  Berkeley  and  John  Mautravers,  for 
the  expenses  of  King  Edward  II.,  during  his  confinement 
in  Berkeley  Castle. 

Hume  states  that,  whilst  the  King  was  in  the  custody 
of  Berkeley,  he  was  treated  with  the  gentleness  due  to  his

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rank  ; but  when  the  time  of  Mautravers  and  Gournay 
came,  every  species  of  indignity  was  practised  against 
him,  and  that  they  eventually  put  the  King  to  death  in 
the  most  cruel  and  barbarous  manner  possible  to  be  con- 
ceived. The  murder  is  represented  to  have  been  com- 
mitted by  the  order  of  Mortimer,  in  pursuance  of  the 
equivocal  sentence  contained  in  the  letter  of  Adam 
Tarleton,  Bishop  of  Hereford  addressed  to  his  keepers, 
of,  “ Edwardum  occidere  nolite,  timere  bonum  est;”  and 
it  is  stated  that  they  availed  themselves  of  Berkeley’s  ab- 
sence, from  indisposition,  to  perpetrate  the  act.  Several 
payments  appear  upon  the  Issue  Rolls  both  to  Gournay 
and  Mautravers,  particularly  to  the  latter,  who,  subse- 
quently to  the  murder,  had  a grant  of  100/.  yearly,  as 
Keeper  of  the  Forests  on  this  side  Trent ; and  though 
these  payments  furnish  no  conclusive  evidence  of  guilt,  yet, 
if  they  are  considered,  as  represented  to  be  in  the  nature 
of  rewards  for  former  services,  a presumption  arises  not 
favourable  to  the  parties  implicated.  Payments  also  will 
be  found  for  the  removal1  of  the  body  of  King  Edward 
II.  from  Berkeley  Castle,  to  be  interred  in  the  Abbey 
Church  of  Saint  Peter,  Gloucester. 

The  Rolls  of  the  early  period  of  this  King’s  reign  are 
also  occupied  with  entries  relating  to  the  coronation,  and 
marriage  of  the  King  with  Philippa,  daughter  of  the  Earl 
of  Hainault : this  marriage  appears  to  have  been  celebrated 
in  the  palace  of  the  Archbishop  of  York.2  The  match  is 
here  described  as  popular  and  much  spoken  of;3  and, 
though  previously  contracted  in  haste  by  his  mother, 
Queen  Isabella,  on  her  return  from  France,  with  Morti-

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mer,  to  serve  her  own  purposes,  yet,  in  the  result,  was 
highly  advantageous  to  the  King.  The  frequent  entries  on 
these  Rolls  to  furnish  Queen  Philippa  with  every  thing  re- 
quisite for  her  comfort  and  suitable  to  her  estate,  evince  the 
King’s  attachment  and  attention  to  his  consort,  which  he 
continued  to  manifest  to  the  period  of  her  death.  Some 
few  only  of  such  payments  could  be  extracted  ; amongst 
these  will  be  found  a curious  description  of  a bed 1 pro- 
vided for  the  Queen’s  lying-in,  of  green  velvet,  embroidered 
with  gold,  ornamented  with  sea  sirens,  and  a shield  with 
the  arms  of  England  and  of  Plainault ; also  a payment  for  a 
white  robe,2  worked  with  pearls,  together  with  a velvet  robe 
and  carpets,3  &c.,  obtained  for  her  confinement  at  Wind- 
sor; her  crown4  is  also  stated  to  have  been  redeemed  from 
pledge.  Other  payments  on  behalf  of  the  Queen  are  conti- 
nued on  these  Rolls  throughout  this  reign,  until  we  arrive  at 
the  fortieth  year  of  the  King,  when  we  find  a payment  of 
200  marks  to  Hawkin  Liege,5  from  France,  for  the  tomb  of 
Queen  Philippa;6  and  on  the  Roll  of  the  50th  year,  further 
payments  appear  for  sculpture7  and  other  expenses  about 
the  said  Queen’s  torn!),  in  Westminster  Abbey;  certain  iron- 
work was  also  obtained  from  Saint  Paul’s  Church,  and  six 
angels,  made  of  copper,  were  placed  around  the  said  tomb, 
and  two  alabaster  images,  erected  upon  a small  marble 
tomb,  for  the  infant  son8  and  daughter  of  the  Queen.

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The  payments  connected  with  the  affairs  of  Scotland 
commence  in  the  sixth  year  of  this  King’s  reign,  at  which 
period  he  sent  a knight  to  the  King  of  Scotland,1  to  expe- 
dite certain  business  in  the  parliament  of  the  said  King, 
which  must  have  been  at  the  very  period  he  was  secretly 
lending  his  aid  to  Edward,  the  son  of  John  Baliol,  (having 
had  an  interview  with  him  at  Stamford,2)  to  recover  the 
crown  of  Scotland  against  the  then  King  David  Bruce. 

Shortly  after  King  Edward’s  celebrated  victory  at  Haly- 
down  Hill,  we  find  him  recognizing  Edward  de  Baliol  as 
King,  and  sending  David  de  Wolloure3  to  prosecute 
certain  business  in  that  King’s  parliament,  then  held 
at  Edinburgh.  It  is  said  by  historians,  that  after  King 
Edward  had  conquered  Scotland,  he  considered  Baliol 
as  a mere  dependant,  and  allowed  him  but  five  marks 
a day  for  his  subsistence.  This  statement  is  in  some 
measure  confirmed  by  the  Issue  Roll  of  the  11th  year  of 
this  King’s  reign,  wherein  an  allowance4  of  50s.  daily  is 
paid  to  that  unfortunate  monarch  : the  entry,  however,  im- 
mediately preceding,5  shows  that  other  payments  were  also 
made  to  him.  Some  few  extracts  are  added,  relating  to 
the  defeat  of  the  Scots  at  the  memorable  battle  of  Durham,6 
where  King  David  Bruce  was  defeated  at  the  head  of 
60,000  men,  and  himself,  and  several  of  his  supporters, 
made  prisoners  ; amongst  whose  names  we  find  a ransom 
paid  for  Duncan  Magdowell  and  his  son,  Andrew  Cambel,7

men  of  note.  Roger  de  Beauchamp1  was  sent  to  Berwick 
to  treat  with  the  Scots,  and  bring  David  Bruys,  King  of 
Scotland,  to  London  ; hut  this  duty,  it  would  appear, 
was  eventually  performed  by  Miles  de  Stapleton,2  Sheriff 
of  York,  who  brought  that  King,  after  his  defeat, 
from  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  to  London ; and  it  is  a re- 
markable circumstance  that  we  find  both  Kings  of  Scot- 
land, at  this  period,  receiving  alms  and  assistance  from 
the  King  of  England  ; namely,  13s.  4 d.  daily  paid  to 
David  Bruys,3  for  the  support  of  himself  and  his  Chap- 
lain ; and  40s.  daily  to  Edward  de  Baliol.  Some  of  the 
payments  made  to  the  first-mentioned  King  are  so 
minute  as  even  to  particularize  the  price  paid  for  his 
jacket,4  stockings,  and  riband  for  his  hat,  &c.  The  charges 
for  the  medicines,5  also  supplied  to  this  unfortunate  King 
during  his  captivity  in  the  Tower,6  may  afford  subject 
of  speculation  to  the  medical  profession,7  as  to  the  na- 
ture of  his  malady.  He  remained  eleven  years  a pri- 
soner in  England,  confined  a portion  of  the  time  in 
Odiham  Castle,8  and  was  at  last  ransomed  for  10,000

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marks,  on  sufficient  hostages1  being  given  for  his 
person. 

The  name  of  Edward  the  Black  Prince  is  so  inti- 
mately connected  with  the  affairs  of  France,  and  asso- 
ciated with  the  circumstances  attendant  on  his  celebrated 
victories  obtained  at  Cressy  and  Poitiers,  that  it  was 
thought  advisable  to  notice  several  of  the  entries  relating 
both  to  the  Prince  liimself  and  the  results  of  his  con- 
quests in  that  kingdom. 

The  pension  mentioned  in  Rymer  to  have  been  settled 
on  Thomas  Prior,2  for  conveying  the  news  of  the  birth  of 
Prince  Edward  to  his  father,  is  here  noticed ; as  is  also  a 
further  reward  given  to  Catherine  de  Monte  Acuto,3  upon 
the  same  occasion,  not  noticed  by  Rymer.  In  the  15th  year 
of  this  King’s  reign,  allowance  is  made  to  the  Prince  of  a 
sum  of  money,  for  the  expenses  of  his  household,4  over  and 
above  the  value  of  certain  lands  formerly  assigned  to  him, 
which  are  asserted  not  to  have  been  sufficient  for  this 
purpose. 

Hume  informs  us  that,  after  Edward  had  gained  the 
battle  of  Poitiers,  whilst  he  was  laying  siege  to  Calais,  the 
flames  of  war  were  at  the  same  time  kindled  in  Britany ; 
and  that  Charles  de  Bloys  invaded  that  province,  and  in- 
vested Roche  de  Reim  ; but  the  Countess  of  Mountfort, 
reinforced  by  some  English  troops,  under  Sir  Thomas 
Dagworth,  attacked  him  during  the  night  in  his  intrench- 
ments,  dispersed  the  army,  and  took  Charles  himself  pri- 
soner. The  wife  of  Charles  de  Bloys,  by  whom  he  enjoyed 
his  pretensions  to  Britany,  assumed  the  government,  and 
proved  herself  a rival  to  the  Countess  of  Mountfort,  both

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in  the  field  and  cabinet.  The  King  here  acknowledges  the 
eminent  service  of  capturing  Charles  de  Bloys,  and  rewards 
Sir  Thomas  Dagworth1  with  a payment  of  4900/.,  in  which 
enterprise  Sir  Thomas  appears  to  have  been  assisted  by 
John  de  Ipslyngrode,2  who  receives  a reward  of  1000/. 

The  next  prisoner  of  importance  mentioned  is  Lord 
Geoffrey  de  Charney,  Governor  of  Saint  Omer  s,  who  coi- 
rupted  Sir  Emeric  of  Pavia,  a Lombard,  for  20,000 
crowns,  to  deliv  :v  to  him  the  castle  and  town  of  Calais. 

The  story3  of  King  Edward  sending  for  Sir  Emeric, 
and  discovering  to  him  his  intended  treachery,  is  too  well 
known  for  repetition,  as  are  also  the  circumstances  of  the 
King  privately  proceeding  to  Calais,  and  fighting  undei  the 
banner  of  Walter  de  Manny,  when  he  totally  defeated 
Lord  Charney  and  frustrated  his  intentions.  The  honour 
of  capturing  Lord  Charney  fell  to  the  lot  of  Sir  John  de 
Potenhale,4  who,  for  this  service,  is  here  rewarded  with  a 
grant  of  100  marks  yearly. 

W e are  compelled  to  pass  over  the  names  of  Lord  Dau- 
boneye,5  Sir  Burseald,  a French  Knight,  Count  d’Assore, 
and  other  eminent  persons  made  prisoners  in  the  different 
provinces  of  France,  previously  to,  and  at  the  battle  of 
Poitiers,  in  order  to  notice  some  of  those  brought  captives 
to  England,  taken  at  this  celebrated  victory.  Of  these  the 
most  remarkable  is  John,  King  of  France;  for  bringing 
the  news  of  whose  capture,  with  others  of  the  French 
nobility,  John  le  Cok,6  of  Cherbourg,  was  rewarded  by

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King  Edward.  Guido  de  Bryenne,  Walter  de  Manny, 
and  others  of  the  King’s  Council,1  received  the  news  of 
the  capture  of  this  King  at  Westminster.  Much  doubt 
exists  as  to  the  individual  who  took  this  Sovereign  prisoner ; 
that  honour  was  claimed  by  Dionisius  or  Dennys  de  Mor- 
beque ; and  certainly  in  support  of  this  pretension  a pay- 
ment on  the  Issue  Roll  of  the  38th  year  of  Edward  III. 
is  made  to  Matilda  Rous 2 for  prosecuting  his  claim 
at  the  King’s  Council,  though  a payment  immediately 
preceding,  for  the  same  purpose,  appears  to  have  been 
made  to  Pelegrin  de  Caux3  for  the  brother  of  Bernard 
de  Troye. 

The  generous  and  hospitable  manner  in  which  King 
Edward  treated  his  royal  prisoner  is  well  known,  though 
great  caution  appears  to  have  been  taken  to  prevent  his 
escape,  as  we  have  a payment  to  Walter  Norman  4 and  his 
seventeen  companions,  for  remaining  in  the  King’s  barge, 
as  well  by  day  as  by  night,  upon  the  Thames,  near  the 
Savoye,  for  the  safe  custody  of  John,  King  of  France. 
This  precaution  was  doubtless  necessary,  though  I believe 
that  an  intention  to  escape  has  never  been  charged  against 
the  illustrious  captive  by  any  historian  : the  King  pro- 
bably was  less  anxious  to  retain  the  French  Sovereign 
in  his  possession  than  to  guard  against  the  loss  of  his  ran- 
som, which  the  following  payments  and  history  show  to 
have  been  of  considerable  amount,  viz. :

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also  entered  on  this  Roll ; and  many  curious  particulars  le- 
lating  to  the  mode  of  payment,  the  rate  ol  exchange  on 
money  paid,  and  the  manner  ol  conveying  it  from  Calais 
to  the  Tower  of  London,  and  from  the  Tower  to  the  King  s 
private  palace  at  Westminster,  will  he  found  on  refeiring 
to  the  entries  contained  in  this  Work,  at  pages  181,  182, 
184,  189,  190. 

Collins,  in  his  Life  of  Edward  the  Black  Prince,  at  p. 
107,  states  that  the  Prince  had  some  trouble  in  deciding 
differences  about  the  F rench  prisoners : those  whom  he 
designed  to  carry  with  him  to  England,  and  to  whom  the 
Gascoigners  laid  claim,  he  bought  ol  them  ; but  those 
taken  by  the  English  he  intended  not  to  buy  till  they  were 
brought  safe  home.  Among  the  prisoners  bought  of  the 
Gascoigners  were  Philip,1  son  of  King  John,  the  Earl  ol 
Saucier,2  and  the  Lord  Craon,3  whom  he  afterwards  sold 
to  the  King  of  England  for  20,000/.  It  also  appears  from 
our  Records4  that  he  purchased  Janies  de  Bourbon  Earl 
of  Ponthieu,  of  John  de  Greilley,  Capital  of  Busche  ; as 
the  King,  by  precept  to  his  Treasurer  and  Chamberlains, 
states  that  his  son  Edward  had  become  bound  to  the 
said  John  de  Greilley  in  25,000  old  crowns,  for  James  de 
Bourbon  and  others,  taken  prisoner  at  Poitiers,  and  sold 
to  the  said  Prince.  There  were  also  heard  before  him  the 
several  pretensions  concerning  the  taking  of  the  French

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King;  and  notwithstanding  Sir  Dennis  Morbeque1  showed 
the  gauntlet  the  King  gave  him,  yet  an  esquire  of  Gas- 
coigne, named  Bernard  de  Troy e, 2 averred  he  had  more 
reason  to  lay  claim  to  that  honourable  action,  and  there- 
upon challenged  him.  The  French  King  is  supposed  to 
have  espoused  the  cause  ol  Sir  Dennis  Morbeque,  and 
the  Prince’s  generosity  on  this  occasion,  as  related  by 
Collins,  is  remarkable.  It  would  be  tedious  to  call  the 
reader’s  attention  to  all  the  passages  in  this  volume  con- 
nected with  the  before  mentioned  circumstances;  he  may 
consult  the  references  noted  below  for  their  confirmation 
and  illustration.

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Intelligence  brought  to  the  King  and  Queen  that  the 
Duchess  of  Berry,  the  Duchess  of  Bares,  and  the  Duchess 
of  Lancaster,  were  each  delivered  ot  a child.1

RICHARD  II. 

It  was  the  custom,  in  olden  times,  for  our  Kings  to  pro- 
ceed from  the  Tower  of  London  to  Westminster  to  be 
crowned.  By  the  accounts  to  be  collected  from  Ry- 
mer,2  Walsingham,3  and  Hollingshed,  the  coronation  of 
Richard  II.  must  have  been  of  a most  splendid  descrip- 
tion. We  learn  that  the  young  King,  clad  in  white 
robes,  came  forth  from  the  Tower,  with  a vast  multitude 
of  peers,  knights,  and  esquires  in  his  suite,  accompanied 
with  the  sound  of  trumpets  and  all  kinds  of  music ; and 
rode  solemnly  through  the  public  ways  till  he  came  to 
the  noble  street  called  the  Cliepe,  and  thence  to  Fleet- 
street,  and  so  direct  to  the  royal  palace  at  Westminster. 
Before  the  King  rode  his  uncle,  the  Duke  of  Lancaster, 
and  the  Lord  Percy ; Sir  Simon  Burley  bore  the  sword, 
and  Sir  Nicholas  Bond  led  the  Kings  horse  by  the 
bridle  on  foot.  The  horse  here  mentioned  is  noticed  in 
the  Issue  Roll  of  the  1st  year  of  this  King’s  reign,  and 
is  stated  to  have  been  purchased  with  the  enormous  sum 
(at  this  early  period) , of  200/. ; that  price  having  been 
paid  to  Sir  Alured  de  V eer  for  the  “ charger 4 upon

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which  the  Lord  the  King  rode  from  the  city  of  London 
to  Westminster  at  his  coronation.”  That  King  Richard 
delighted  in  costly  and  high-bred  horses  is  confirmed  as 
well  by  this  as  by  the  frequent  mention  to  be  found  of  the 
spirited  chargers  he  was  accustomed  to  ride ; and  it  is 
probable,  from  the  great  price  here  mentioned,  that  this 
charger  may  not  have  been  inferior  to  the  Monarch’s 
celebrated  horse  Barbary,  whose  fondness  for  this  animal 
is  thus  recorded  by  our  immortal  bard  : — 

K.  Rich.  Rode  he  on  Barbary  ? Tell  me,  gentle  friend. 

How  went  he  under  him  ? 

Groom.  So  proudly,  as  if  he  distained  the  ground. 

K.  Rich.  So  proud,  that  Bolingbroke  was  on  his  back ! 

That  jade  hath  eat  bread  from  my  royal  hand ; 

This  hand  hath  made  him  proud  with  clapping  him. 

Would  he  not  stumble?  Would  he  not  fall  down, 

(Since  pride  must  have  a fall,)  and  break  the  neck 
Of  that  proud  man  that  did  usurp  his  back  ? 

On  the  Issue  Roll  of  the  6tli  year  of  Richard  II.  are 
to  be  found  preparations  for  his  marriage  with  Anne, 
daughter  to  the  Emperor  Charles  IV.,  to  whom  he  had 
been  previously  affianced,  which  appear  from  pay- 
ments made  to  the  Duke  of  Hesse,1  on  his  coming  from 
the  King  of  the  Romans  to  England  to  treat  with  the 
King  for  the  said  marriage ; and  also  from  Michael  de  la 
Pole,  the  King’s  Chancellor,  who  had  been  sent  to  Milan 
and  Rome,  to  the  King  of  the  Romans  and  Bohemia, 
upon  the  same  subject,2  Anne  at  this  time  being  a prisoner, 
but  was  afterwards  released  from  prison  by  King  Richard. 
Certain  knights  and  esquires  were  also  sent  to  Calais  to

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await  the  arrival  of  the  Lady  the  Queen1  of  England: 
rewards  and  presents  were  given  to  the  officers  of  the 
Court  of  the  King  of  the  Romans  and  Bohemia,  who 
came  in  the  retinue  of  the  said  Lady  Anne,  here  styled 
sister  to  the  last-mentioned  King.  A further  pay- 
ment was  also  made  on  this  occasion  for  the  freightage 
and  shipping  of  five  palfreys  and  other  horses  to  conduct 
the  retinue  of  the  Queen2  on  their  landing  in  England; 
and  on  her  arrival  the  King  presented  her  a worked 
fillet,3  with  a large  ruby  and  two  sapphires ; also  with 
three  rings  of  pearls,  each  ring  containing  four  pearls  and 
one  great  diamond  placed  in  the  centre.  Several  other 
entries  are  to  he  found  upon  the  Issue  Rolls,  evincing  the 
King’s  attachment  to  his  Queen  until  the  period  of  her 
death  at  Sheen,  in  Surrey,  in  1392.  The  King  is 
stated  to  have  been  so  deeply  grieved  at  the  loss  of  his 
consort  that  he  caused  the  buildings  of  the  palace  in 
which  she  died  to  be  thrown  down  and  defaced. 

It  has  been  considered  unnecessary  to  introduce  any 
further  extracts  relating  to  this  Queen  previously  to  the 
time  of  her  decease  and  burial,  connected  with  which  latter 
event  the  few  following  entries  may  serve  as  illustra- 
tions : — Four  hearses  were  provided  to  celebrate  the 
solemnity  of  her  exequies ; viz.  at  Wandsworth,4  the 
Priory  of  Saint  Mary  Overy,  Saint  Paul’s,  and  West- 
minster Abbey  ; and  fifteen  hundred  pounds  of  wax5  were 
obtained  from  Hadle,  in  Suffolk,  to  supply  the  said 
hearses.  The  monks  of  Saint  Peter’s,  Westminster,6 
were  rewarded  for  the  pains  they  had  taken  in  perform- 
ance of  the  exequies  of  the  said  late  Queen  Anne ;

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payments  were  made  to  the  sacrist  of  that  church  for 
oblations,  ringing  of  hells,  and  other  ceremonies  upon 
this  occasion ; and  an  order  was  directed  to  all  Arch- 
bishops, Bishops,  and  ecclesiastical  persons  to  pray  for 
her  soul.1  The  ceremonies  attending  the  interment  oi 
the  Queen  being  completed,  preparations  were  made 
to  erect  her  tomb,  and  200/.  paid  to  two  stonemasons  of 
London,  for  making  and  constructing  the  same2  of  pure 
marble,  together  with  workmanship  thereof,  which  is 
described  “to  be  for  the  said  Lord  the  King3  and  for 
Anne,  late  Queen  of  England,  whose  body  is  buried  in 
the  church  of  Saint  Peter,  Westminster.”  A further 
payment  is  also  made  for  painting  and  covering  the  said 
tomb,4  and  for  removing  another  near  thereto,  and  paint- 
ing an  image  to  correspond  with  that  of  the  King  placed 
opposite  to  it  in  the  choir  of  the  same  church.  Images5 
of  copper  were  also  directed  to  be  made  in  the  likeness 
of  the  King  and  Queen,  and  to  be  fixed  in  the  great  hall 
at  Westminster.  A subsequent  entry0  more  fully  de- 
scribes these  images,  as  being  composed”  of  copper  and 
latten,  gilt,  crowned,  with  their  right  hands  joined,  and 
holding  a sceptre  in  their  left  with  a rod  and  a cross, 
accompanied  with  a tabernacle  placed  on  a table  sur- 
rounded with  images. 

The  sincerity  of  the  King’s  sorrow  for  the  loss  of  his 
Queen  cannot  be  relied  on  from  the  demonstrations  of 
his  grief  at  Sheen,  or  from  the  parade  and  funeral 
pomp  above  referred  to ; for,  in  a short  period  afterwards, 
we  find  him  sending  the  Archbishop  of  Dublin,  the  Earl

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of  Nottingham,  Lord  de  Beaumont,  and  others,  ambas- 
sadors to  France,  to  treat  for  a second  marriage  with 
Isabella,1  daughter  of  Charles  VI.,  King  of  France.  A 
subsequent  payment  is  made  to  the  Keeper  of  the  King’s 
beds,  for  the  wages  of  servants  attending  in  the  Tower  of 
London  on  the  King,  as  well  for  the  safe  custody  of  the 
beds  of  the  said  King  as  of  Isabella,2  Queen  of  England, 
at  that  time  there,  when  the  said  Queen  was  brought  from 
France  to  England.  This  marriage  was  never  consum- 
mated, the  Queen  at  this  period  being  only  a child ; and 
the  rapid  series  of  misfortunes  which  befel  this  Monarch, 
on  returning  from  his  ill-timed  and  unwise  visit  to  Ireland, 
precluded  the  possibility  of  his  paying  any  further  atten- 
tion to  his  juvenile  wife,  who  we  find,  from  subsequent 
payments  made  for  the  passage  of  herself 3 and  retinue,  was 
restored  to  her  father  by  King  Henry  IV. 

No  entries  have  as  yet  been  found  which  throw  any 
new  light  on  the  mysterious  death  of  King  Richard  II., 
in  Pomfret  Castle,  nor  to  show  that  his  successor  was 
in  any  way  implicated  in  the  transaction.  There  are, 
however,  several  entries  in  the  succeeding  reign  relating 
to  the  removal  of  his  body  from  Pomfret  to  London,  and 
its  burial  at  Langley,  and  subsequently  in  Westminster 
Abbey,  some  few  of  which  may  here  be  noticed ; 
viz.,  a payment  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Wardrobe,  by  the 
hands  of  William  Pampleon,  for  expenses  incurred 
for  the  carriage  of  the  body  of  Richard,4  late  King  of 
England,  from  Pomfret  to  London.  Payments  were 
also  made  to  William  Loveday  and  his  men,  accompany- 
ing him  to  Pomfret  Castle  on  the  King’s  secret 5 affairs,

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and  to  Sir  Thomas  Swynford,1  who  came  from  the  said 
castle  in  great  haste  to  certify  the  Kings  Council  respect- 
ing certain  matters  to  his  Majesty’s  advantage.  A valet 
was  also  sent,  by  direction  of  the  King’s  Council,  to 
the  same  Castle  for  the  protection  and  safe  custody  of 
King  Richard’s  body,8  and  King  Henry  the  Fourth  s 
almoner  is  directed  to  distribute  alms  to  religious  persons 
to  say  a thousand  masses  for  the  salvation  of  King 
Richard’s  soul.3  On  the  Issue  Roll  of  the  1st  year 
of  King  Henry  V.  will  be  found  entries  for  the  removal 
of  King  Richard’s  body  in  a bier  from  Langley,4  to  be 
newly  interred  in  Westminster  Abbey;  and  payments 
are  there  entered  for  providing  torches  to  be  burnt  around 
his  body  on  its  way  from  Langley  ; together  with  many 
other  expenses  incurred  for  his  exequies  at  the  entombing 
this  King  in  Westminster  Abbey. 

The  Rolls  during  this  reign  contain  some  curious 
entries  relating  to  Geoffrey  Chaucer,  the  poet.  The 
King,  on  the  18th  April,  in  the  1st  year  of  his  reign, 
grants  him,  by  letters  patent,  20  marks  yeaily  foi  the 
good  services  performed  and  thereafter  to  be  performed ; 
and  also,  in  lieu  of  a pitcher  of  wine 5 charged  by  the  Lord 
King  Edward  III.  upon  the  port  of  the  city  of  London, 
so  lately  granted,  to  be  paid  to  him  by  the  butler  of  the 
said  King,  and  to  be  received  daily  during  the  life  of  the 
said  Geoffrey.  A further  payment  is  also  made  to  the  poet 
for  his  expenses  upon  going  upon  the  King’s  message  to 
Lombardy,6  in  the  said  1st  year  of  King  Richard’s  reign  ; 
and  other  payments  are  noticed,  showing  that  he  was 
employed  as  a diplomatist,  to  negotiate  a treaty  of

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peace1  between  King  Edward  III.  and  the  King  of 
France,  for  which  purpose  he  was  sent  to  Mounstrell  and 
Paris ; he  also  appears  to  have  been  commissioned  to 
negotiate  a marriage  between  King  Richard  II.  and 
Isabella,2  daughter  of  the  King  of  France,  in  which 
transaction  he  was  successful.  In  the  13th  year  of  this 
King’s  reign  we  find  many  payments  made  to  him  as 
Clerk  of  the  Works 3 in  the  palace  at  Westminster  and 
in  the  Tower  of  London,  but  they  are  too  numerous  to  be 
extracted.  As  connected  with  the  name  of  Chaucer,  it 
may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  notice  a curious  entry, 
which  appears  on  the  Issue  Roll  of  the  3rd  year  of  King 
Richard  II.;  viz.,  a payment  of  20 /.  to  the  Lord  the 
King,  by  the  hands  of  John  Rose,  as  well  for  the  price  of 
a Bible  written  in  the  Gallic  language  as  for  two  volumes 
inclosed  in  two  leather  cases ; one  book  containing  the 
Romance  of  the  Rose ,4  and  the  other  book  comprising  the 
Romances  of  Perceval  and  Gawapn,  delivered  to  John 
Bacon.  The  above  works  are  too  well  known  to  need 
any  comment ; suffice  it  to  say,  that  the  Romance  of  the 
Rose,  generally  called  the  Romaunt  of  the  Rose,  was 
originally  begun  in  French  verse  by  William  de  Lorris, 
and  finished  40  years  after  by  John  Clopinell,  alias  John 
Moone,  born  at  Mehun,  upon  the  river  Loire,  not  far 
from  Paris,  as  appeareth  by  Molinet ; and  afterwards 
translated  for  the  most  part  into  English  metre  by 
Geoffrey  Chaucer,  but  not  finished.5 

The  making  of  gunpowder,  or  rather  its  use  and  appli- 
cation in  England  to  warlike  purposes,  has  generally  been

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assigned  to  a period  of  a later  date  than  that  here  noticed. 
From  the  following  frequent  references  to  cannon,  can- 
noniers,  guns,  and  powder,  it  would  seem  that  the  use  of 
this  composition  was  not  unfrequent  even  at  this  early 

period ; viz.,

II—  Payments  by  the  Keeper 
of  Cherbourg  Castle  for  ten 3 guns  to  throw  stones,  two  of 
which  were  of  iron  and  eight  of  other  metal,  seven  of  the 
said  guns  are  described  as  casting  large  stones  21  inches  in 
circumference ; also  for  200  lbs.  of  powder,  26  lbs.  of  salt- 
petre, and  24  lbs.  of  pure  sulphur.  In  the  same  year  Caris- 
brook  Castle,4  in  the  Isle  of  Wight,  was  supplied  with 
100  lbs.  of  saltpetre  and  50  lbs.  of  pure  sulphur.  Pay- 
ments were  made  in  the  8th  year  of  this  King  to  Sii 
Thomas  Beauchamp,  Captain  of  Carisbrook 5 Castle,  for

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five  eannoniers,  each  having  his  cannon,  and  one  cannonier 
with  three  cannons,  and  powder  for  the  same  cannons, 
to  protect  the  Isle  of  Wight.  In  the  same  year  Sir 
Simon  de  Burley,1  Constable  of  Dover  Castle,  was  also 
supplied  with  12  guns,  2 iron  patella,  120  stones  for  the 
guns,  100  lbs.  of  powder,  and  4 stocks  ol  wood  to  fortify 
and  strengthen  that  castle.  In  the  9th  year  of  this 
King,  Porchester2  Castle  was  supplied  with  cannon, 
espringolds,  quarrells,  and  other  artillery,  from  the  Tower 
of  London ; 60  cannon  and  engines  to  throw  large  stones 
were  supplied  for  fortifying  the  town  of  Calais.

This  is  unquestionably  one  of  the  earliest  notices  of  the  name  and  subject 
of  any  dramatic  performance  of  the  kind  known;  and  there  can  be  no  doubt 
it  was  a miracle  play,  or  series  of  scriptural  representations.  I find  but  one 
of  an  earlihr  name  mentioned,  called  Saint  Catharine,  written,  according  to 
Matthew  Paris,  by  Geoffrey,  a Norman,  abbot  of  Saint  Albans,  performed  at 
Dunstable  in  1110,  in  the  canonicals  of  the  monks,  borrowed  for  the  purpose.

INTRODUCTION. 


The  King  grants  to  Leo,  King  of  Armenia,1  a pension 
of  1000/.  a year,  in  reverence  to  God,  and  because  the 
said  King,  by  reason  of  his  toleration  in  his  own  kingdom, 
had  been  expelled  therefrom  by  the  enemies  of  God  and 
his  own  deluded  subjects. 

Peter  Hiltoft,  the  King’s  engraver,  engraves  sixteen 
brass  seals  with  crowns  and  letters  round  them,  for  sealing 
cloth  in  the  county  of  Essex  ; also  a brass  seal  for  the 
steward  of  the  King’s  lordship  of  Haverford,  in 
Wales.2 

A gold  ring,  set  with  a diamond,  sent  as  a present  to 
the  King  of  France,3  by  Sir  Thomas  Percy,  who  accom- 
panied the  embassy  to  treat  for  a peace  between  the  said 
King  and  the  King  of  England. 

Payment  to  the  Bishop  of  Salisbury  of  20  marks  for 
the  price  of  a bed  of  green  tarteryn,  embroidered  with 
ships  and  birds,  which  belonged  to  Sir  Simon  de  Burley,4 
knight,  forfeited  by  reason  of  a judgment  against  the  said 
Sir  Simon. 

The  mayor  of  the  town  of  Northampton5  expelled  from 
his  office  by  judgment  in  Chancery,  and  committed  to 
Nottingham  Castle : a writ  directed  to  the  men  of  the 
town  to  elect  a new  mayor  from  amongst  themselves.

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knights  made  on  Sunday  next  before  the  coronation  of  the 
King,  by  assembling  the  English,  Scotch,  and  foreign 
heralds  in  the  Tower,1  and  the  meeting  of  the  Lords  and 
nobility  in  the  Star  Chamber  to  consult  on  the  affairs  of 
the  Lord  the  King,  (on  which  occasion  rich  cloths  and 
cushions,  worked  with  the  arms,  collar,  and  livery  of  King 
Henry  IV.,  with  tapestry  and  other  cloths,  were  provided 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  Council/)  proceed  to  trace 
some  of  those  troubles  which  arose  out  of  factions  to 
which  this  King’s  reign  was  peculiarly  subject,  from  his 
defective  title  to  the  crown,  occasioned  by  a departure  from 
the  long  familiarized  hereditary  succession  of  previous 
monarchs. 

It  is  therefore  proposed  here  to  review  some  of  the  in- 
cidents which  caused  these  insurrections,  and  to  show 
their  connexion  with  corresponding  entries  contained  in 
the  Issue  Rolls  of  this  period. 

The  first  insurrection  in  this  King’s  reign  arose  out  of 
the  daring  conspiracy  of  the  lords,  contrived  in  the  house 
of  the  Abbot  of  Westminster ; namely,  to  invite  the 
King  to  a joust  or  tournament  at  Oxford,  and  there  to 
seize  his  person.  This  plot  was  providentially  detected  by 
the  Duke  of  York,  from  the  indenture  of  confederacy 
accidentally  falling  from  the  bosom  of  his  son,  the  Duke  of 
Aumerle,  who  visited  his  father  previously  to  joining  the 
conspirators  at  Windsor.  The  Issue  Roll 3 of  the  first 
year  of  this  King  directs  the  lands  and  tenements 
of  Thomas,  Earl  of  Kent,  John,  Earl  of  Salisbury, 
Richard  de  Lomeley,  and  Thomas  Blunt,  knights,  (who 
were  conspirators  in  this  plot,)  to  be  seized  into  the  King’s 
hands,  and  inquiry  to  be  made  in  various  counties

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respecting  their  goods  and  chattels.  The  names  of  some

noticed,  and  rewarded  for  arresting  the  Earls  of  Kent, 
Salisbury,  and  others  who  had  lately  rebelled  against  the 
King  and  his  crown,  and  their  expenses  paid  for  taking 
the  said  rebels  to  Oxford,  and  ultimately  bringing  them  to 
the  King  in  London.  The  payment  to  John  Cosin,2  who 
probably  was  the  gallant  bailiff  that  headed  his  townsmen, 
is  singularly  worded,  being  for  the  “ good  service  performed 
by  the  said  John  in  manfully  resisting,  at  Cirencester, 
Thomas, late  Earl  of  Kent,  and  others  who  had  traitorously 
risen  against  the  King  and  his  allegiance.”  Walsingham3 
and  some  other  historians  appear  to  have  fallen  into  error 
in  stating  that  the  Earls  of  Kent  and  Salisbury,4  together 
with  Spenser,  Lumley,  and  other  traitors,  were  seized  one 
day,  and  without  further  ceremony,  according  to  the  cus- 
tom of  the  times,  executed  the  next.  The  entry  on  the  Issue 
Roll  of  Easter,  1 Henry  IV.,  seems  rather  to  contradict 
this  assertion  ; namely,  the  mention  of  payments  for  four- 
teen days’  attendance  of  the  retinue  of  the  Earl  of  Rut- 
land5 and  the  Lord  Treasurer,  sent  to  prosecute  Thomas, 
late  Earl  of  Kent,  John,  late  Earl  of  Salisbury,  Sir  Ralph 
de  Lomley,  knight,  and  other  rebels,  who  raised  an  insur-

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rection  at  the  feast  of  Epipliany  against  the  King  and 
his  crown  ; which  rebels  were  taken  at  Cirencester  by 
the  men  of  the  town.1  The  fate  ol  the  nobility  and 
others  implicated  in  this  plot  is  lamented  by  Hume;2  who 
adds,  that,  when  the  quarters  of  these  unhappy  men  were 
brought  to  London,  no  less  than  eighteen  bishops  and 
thirty-two  mitred  abbots  joined  the  populace,  and  met  them 
with  the  most  indecent  marks  ol  joy  and  exultation.  Hut 
the  spectacle  the  most  shocking  to  every  one  who  retained 
any  sentiment  either  of  honour  or  humanity  still  remained. 
The  Earl  of  Rutland  appeared  carrying  on  a pole  the 
head  of  Lord  Spencer,  his  brother-in-law,  which  he  pre- 
sented in  triumph  to  Henry  as  a testimony  of  his  loyalty. 
This  infamous  person,  who  was  soon  after  Duke  of  \ ork, 
by  the  death  of  his  father,  had  been  instrumental  in  the 
murder  of  his  uncle  the  Duke  of  Gloucester;  had  then 
deserted  Richard,  by  whom  he  was  trusted  ; had  conspired 
against  the  life  of  Henry,  to  whom  he  had  sworn  alle- 
giance; had  betrayed  his  associates,  whom  he  also  seduced 
into  this  enterprise ; but,  notwithstanding  the  baseness  of 
his  character,  was  appointed  their  prosecutor,  presented 
with  jewels,  and  received  other  marks  of  royal  favour 
and  distinction,  as  may  be  found  on  turning  to  the  re- 
ferences of  the  Issue  Rolls  noted  at  the  bottom  of  this

Henry  had  scarcely  quelled  the  conspiracy  in  England 
when  fresh  troubles  broke  out  in  Wales,  encouraged  by

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Owen  Glendour,  an  esquire  of  that  principality,  who,  to 
revenge  a wrong  clone  to  liim  by  Lord  Giey  ol  Ruthen, 
excited  the  Welshmen  to  rebel,  and  endeavour  to  shake  off 
the  English  yoke.  To  check  this  rebellion  we  find  pay- 
ments on  the  Issue  Roll  of  the  third  year  ol  this  King 
were  made  to  Henry  Percy,  son  of  the  Earl  ol  North- 
umberland, to  continue  the  siege  at  Conway  Castle,  which 
he  commenced  immediately  after  the  King  s rebels  had 
taken  that  fortress,  and  continued  to  besiege  the  same  at 
his  own  costs,  assisted  only  by  the  people  of  the  country.1 
Messengers  were  also  at  this  period  despatched  to  the 
knights  and  esquires  ol  the  King  s retinue  to  hasten  to 
Wales  with  the  King,  to  resist  the  malice  ol  Owen 
Glendurdy2  and  other  rebels  there  assembled.  Several 
payments  appear  upon  the  Rolls  of  the  same  year  to  Prince 
Henry,  the  King’s  son,  relating  to  this  insurrection  ; a few 
only  are  noticed,  amongst  which  will  be  found  one  to  the 
Prince3  for  the  wages  ol  100  men  at  arms,  eacli  to  recei\e 
1 2d.  per  day,  and  400  archers,  each  at  6 d.  per  day,  who 
were  sent  with  despatch  to  Hardelagli  Castle,  in  North 
Wales,  to  remove  the  besiegers  whom  Owen  Glendourdy 
and  other  rebels  had  sent  to  the  castle  aforesaid.  Remu- 
neration was  also  made  to  the  Bishop  of  Bangor  lor  tho 
losses  occasioned  to  the  possessions  ol  the  church  ol 
Bangor5  by  reason  of  the  war  there.  Henry,  Prince  of 
Wales,6  was  the  next  year  appointed  the  King’s  Deputy 
in  Wales  for  one  year,  to  see  justice  done  on  the  rebels 
that  should  be  found  and  taken  there  within  the  said  year; 
and  a list  is  furnished  of  the  number  of  knights,  esquires, 
and  archers  retained  by  him  lor  this  purpose,  lhe  entry

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immediately  succeeding  tlie  above  is  a payment  to  messen- 
gers and  couriers  sent  with  writs  to  proclaim  throughout 
every  county  in  England  the  death  of  Henri/  Percy,1  to- 
gether with  other  rebels,  slain  in  the  battle  fought  between 
the  King  and  the  said  rebels,  on  the  part  of  the  said 
Henry  Percy,  near  Shrewsbury;  and  the  capture  of 
Thomas  Percy,  Earl  of  Worcester,  in  the  said  battle  ; 
with  directions  to  the  keepers  of  all  ports  to  prevent  the 
escape  of  the  rebels. 

The  rebellion  in  Wales  was  hardly  quieted  before  fresh 
disturbances  broke  out  in  Scotland,  which,  like  the  former, 
terminated  in  the  King’s  favour,  as  on  the  Issue  Roll  of 
the  seventh  year  will  be  found  a reward  given  to  Nicholas 
Merbury  for  reporting  to  the  King  the  acceptable  news  of 
the  success  of  the  expedition  at  Homeldon ,2  near  Wo  1 lure.

The  King  at  this  period  was  compelled  to  keep  a 
watchful  eye  on  France,  which  had  shown  a strong  dispo- 
sition to  assist  the  Scotch  in  the  late  conflict  with  Eng- 
land, for  which  purpose  we  here  find  a payment  to  a spy1 
for  inquiring  and  searching  into  the  intentions  and  purposes 
of  the  French,  and  to  certify  and  inform  the  Council 
thereof.  Preparations  were  also  directed  to  be  made  lor 
the  army  to  assemble  and  accompany  the  King  to  Calais, 
and  first  to  besiege  that  town.  These  hostile  intentions, 
however,  were  soon  changed,  as  we  find  shortly  afterwards 
that  Hugh  Mortymer  was  sent  to  France  to  enter  into  a 
contract  ol  marriage2  between  the  Lord  the  Prince  and 
the  second  daughter  ol  the  King  ol  France ; but  as  yet 
the  Editor  has  discovered  no  other  proceedings  relative  to 
this  contract. 

The  King’s  second  marriage  with  Joan,  daughter  of 
Charles  I.,  King  of  Navarre,  widow  of  John  de  Mont- 
fort,  surnamed  Streamy,  or  the  Conqueror,  is  frequently 
noticed ; and  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  King’s  reign  Lord 
de  Camoys  is  directed  to  conduct  Queen  Joan  from  Bri- 
tany  to  England.3  The  expenses  of  the  King’s  house- 

Hotspur  further  refers  to  these  prisoners  in  his  well-known  speech  be-

Many  errors  as  to  time,  circumstance,  and  place,  and  attributing  actions 
to  wrong  persons,  by  Shakspcare,  might  be  corrected  by  the  Issue  Rolls.

“ and  interred  it/’  The  only  notices  ol  this  King  s 
funeral,  yet  found,  are  those  on  the  Issue  Roll  of  the 
1st  year  of  King  Henry  V.,  of  a payment  to  provide 
90  banners,1  ornamented  with  the  aims  ol  all  the  Kings 
of  Christendom,  and  other  Nobles  of  different  kingdoms 
of  the  world,  giving  the  price  of  each  banner;  also  50 
geytons,  painted  with  images,  &c.,  placed  around  the 
hearse  ordered  for  the  anniversary  of  the  King’s  luneral, 
within  the  Abbey  of  Christchurch,  Canterbury;  also 
payments  to  the  wax-chandler2  for  the  hearse  newly  made 
by  Simon  Prentot,  placed  in  the  said  church  on  this 
occasion,  together  with  entire  wax-lights  and  120  torches 
provided  to  burn  around  the  hearse  and  in  other  places 
within  the  church  on  the  night  and  day  ol  the  anniversary 
of  the  late  King’s  funeral.  A rather  singular  mark  of 
economy  appears  upon  the  same  Roll,  where  the  I reasurer 
of  England  requests  from  the  Archbishop  and  Prior  ol 
Christchurch,  Canterbury,  a loan3  of  the  very  banners  which 
had  been  used  at  the  burial  of  King  Henry  IV.,  and  for 
them  to  be  placed  on  the  hearse  ordered  for  the  anniversary 
of  the  Lord  Richard  II.,  recently  entombed  in  West- 
minster Abbey.  The  banners  of  Henry  ol  Lancaster, 
ornamented  with  the  arms  of  all  the  Kings  of  Christen- 
dom, waving  over  the  remains  of  his  former  rival,  may  be

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considered  as  carrying  triumph  beyond  the  grave,  which 
even  the  King  himself  had  probably  never  contem- 
plated. 

ri  he  capture  ol  James,  son  of  Robert  the  Third,  King  of 
Scotland,  and  iiis  long  detention  as  a prisoner  both  in  this 
and  the  subsequent  reign,  has  excited  so  deep  an  interest 
in  the  lovers  ol  history,  that  it  is  to  be  regretted  more 
numerous  extracts  could  not  be  admitted  in  this  volume 
to  trace  the  progress  of  this  unfortunate  Monarch’s  cap- 
tivity. Sufficient  however  are  supplied  to  show  that 
though  King  Henry,  contrary  to  every  feeling  of  honour 
and  generosity,  detained  him  a prisoner  during  the 
existence  of  a truce,  yet  he  fulfilled,  with  kindness  and 
liberality,  the  duties  of  a teacher,  which  he  undertook 
on  hearing  that  the  young  Prince,  when  detained,  was  on 
his  way  to  the  French  Court  for  the  advantages  of  educa- 
tion ; the  King  sarcastically  declaring  that  he  understood 
the  French  language  sufficiently  to  instruct  the  Prince 
himself.  James  appears  to  have  been  but  nine  years  of  age

when  he  embarked  for  France,  under  the  care  of  the  Earl 
of  Orkney;  by  stress  ol  weather  his  ship  was  driven  on  the 
English  coast,  near  Flamborough  Head.  Hollinslied  states 
that  the  young  Prince  with  his  attendants  were  sent  to  con- 
finement in  the  Tower;  and,  by  the  Issue  Roll  of  the  8th 
year  ol  this  King’s  reign,  he  appears  to  have  been  com- 
mitted to  the  custody  of  Richard  Spice,1  Deputy  Constable 
there,  to  whom  a payment  is  made  for  the  said  Prince,  and 
for  John  Toures,  William  Seton,  John  Gaffard,  and  Master 
Dankirton,  the  chaplain,  probably  the  companions  spoken 
of  by  Hollinslied.  During  the  first  years  of  his  captivity

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walls  of  the  fortress  to  which  he  was  consigned.  In  the 
year  1407  he  was  removed  from  the  Tower  of  London  to 
the  castle  ot  Nottingham,  together  with  Gnffin,  son  ot 
Owen  Glen  dour,1  who  had  heen  taken  prisoner  in  the 
battle  of  Usk ; and  on  the  Issue  Rolls  of  the  10th  year  of 
Henry  IV.  are  payments  to  Lord  Grey  of  Codnor,  the 
King’s  Chamberlain,  and  a powerful  nobleman  in  Not- 
tinghamshire, tor  the  support  ol  the  said  King  of  Scotland, 
and  of  Griffin,  the  son  of  Owen  Glendourdy.2  Towards  the 
latter  part  ot  King  Henry  s reign  the  liberty  ot  his  royal 
captive  was  less  restrained  ; he  was  allowed  his  lice- 
dom  within  a prescribed  district,  and  joined  in  the  sports 
of  the  held  and  in  martial  exercises.  On  the  death  of 
Henry  IV.  King  James  was  again  placed  undei  confine- 
ment in  the  Tower,  with  Murdoch,  Earl  ot  bile,  and 
many  of  the  Scotch  nobility,  as  appears  by  the  Issue 
Rolls  of  the  1st  and  3rd  years  of  Henry  V.3  Sir  John 
Pelham  had  the  custody  and  governance  of  the  Scotch

support  ot  his  prisoner  in  tood,  clothing,  and  othei 
necessary  things,  as  agreed  upon  between  the  said  Sn 
John  and  the  King’s  Council.4  James  was  afterwards 
removed  to  Windsor  Castle,  and  as  soon  as  the  new 
King  was  peaceably  settled  on  his  throne  the  royal  captive 
seems  to  have  heen  allowed  his  lormer  treedom,  till  the 
commencement  of  Henry’s  wars  with  France,  when  he 
was  again  lodged  in  the  Tower.5  He  was,  however,  still 
bountifully  supplied  out  of  the  royal  treasuie,  and 
frequently  appeared  at  Court ; and  in  the  latter  part  of

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the  King’s  reign  accompanied  him  to  France,  upon  which 
occasion  the  Clerk  of  the  King’s  Wardrobe  is  directed  to 
provide  him  with  necessary  apparel.1  He  was  at  the  siege 
of  Melun  in  1420;  and,  being  subsequently  appointed 
with  the  Duke  of  Gloucester  to  invest  the  town  of  Dreux, 
that  place  was  surrendered  to  the  Scottish  King  after  an 
arduous  siege.  Death  shortly  afterwards  terminated  the 
glorious  career  of  King  Henry  V.,  an  event  which 
occasioned  King  James’s  return  to  his  ancient  prison  in 
the  Tower,  and  the  renewal  of  negotiations  which 
speedily  terminated  in  his  release.  The  Northern 
Monarch  was  restored  to  his  native  country  in  1423, 
after  a captivity  of  nearly  eighteen  years,  upon  delivering 
several  nobles  of  Scotland  as  hostages  for  payment  of 
40,000/.  for  his  expenses  during  that  period.  This 
last  mentioned  circumstance  is  referred  to  in  the  Issue 
Rolls  of  the  3rd,  5th,  and  12th  years  of  King  Henry 
VI.,  where  it  will  he  found  that  Sir  Richard  Nevile2 
attended  upon  the  Scotch  King  with  knights,  esquires, 
&c.,  to  the  number  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  persons ; 
that  Peter  Cawode,3  Esquire,  conducted  the  hostages  for 
the  said  King  from  London  to  York,  and  there  delivered 
them  to  Sir  Richard  Nevile,  after  the  Kind’s  oath 4 had

been  received  to  perform  those  things  he  had  promised  ; 
and  Richard,  Earl  of  Salisbury,  was  paid  for  the  expenses 
of  the  said  hostages,  who  appear  to  have  amounted  to  the 
number  of  fifteen.0

HENRY  V. 

The  progress  of  this  King’s  glory  and  renown  is  to  be 
traced  rather  through  his  military  successes  abroad  than 
his  domestic  policy.  The  greater  portion  of  his  time  being 
occupied  in  the  conquest  of  France,  left  him  but  little 
leisure  to  attend  to  affairs  at  home.  The  Issue  Rolls  of 
this  reign  contain  numerous  payments  to  supply  the  King 
with  men  and  arms,  which  enabled  him  to  achieve  his 
triumphs  at  Harfleur,  Agincourt,  Rouen,  Meaux,  and 
other  places  in  Normandy  and  France;  some  circumstances 
connected  with  the  accomplishment  of  which,  together 
with  the  names  of  the  prisoners  mentioned  throughout 
this  reign  in  these  Records,  will  first  be  noticed. 

France  having  broken  the  treaty  of  Bretigny,  pretending 
that  it  was  null  and  void,  and  no  peace  since  that  period  hav- 
ing been  concluded  between  the  two  crowns,  but  truces  only 
which  did  not  in  the  least  affect  the  rights  of  either  party, 
was  the  foundation  upon  which  Henry  laid  his  pretensions 
to  the  crown  of  France,  as  the  inheritance  of  his  prede- 
cessors, from  the  time  of  his  great-grandfather  King 
Edward  III. 

To  investigate  his  title  to  the  crown  of  France  we  find

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him  sending  Lord  le  Scrop,1  Hugh  Mortimer,  Master 
Henry  Ware,  and  other  Ambassadors  to  Paris,  to  confer 
with  the  French  Ambassadors  there  upon  certain  articles 
of  great  weight  immediately  concerning  the  estate  of  the 
King.  Copies  were  directed  to  be  made  of  divers  truces 
concluded  in  the  time  of  the  progenitors  of  the  said  Lord 
the  King,  in  order  that  the  Ambassadors  of  the  said  King 
at  Paris  might  have  a better  inspection  of  the  same  ;'2  a 
chest  was  also  provided  to  contain  them,3  and  John  Kyng- 
ton,4  a monk  of  Canterbury,  was  examined  by  the  King 
and  his  Council  respecting  the  import  of  these  truces. 

A further  embassy  appears  to  have  superseded  this  first, 
wherein  Thomas  Beaufortli,5  Earl  of  Dorset,  was  sent  as 
the  King’s  Ambassador  to  Paris,  to  treat  and  confer  with 
the  King  of  France  upon  certain  business  and  secret 
affairs  affecting  the  Lord  the  King,  but  principally  con- 
cerning the  benefit  of  this  kingdom.  Thomas,  Bishop  of 
Durham  ;6  Richard,  Bishop  of  Norwich ; Richard,  Lord 
Grey,  of  Codnor;  Sir  William  Boucliier,  and  other  in- 
fluential persons  were  added  to  the  embassy,  which  was 
attended  by  above  500  horse,  and  had  express  instruc- 
tions to  demand  the  crown:  they  were  at  first  received 
courteously,  but  when  their  mission  was  made  known  were 
dismissed  with  little  ceremony. 

These  negotiations  produced  nothing  further  than  an 
extension  of  the  truce  lately  made  between  the  Ambassa- 
dors at  Lullingham,  which,  as  appears  from  the  Issue 
Roll7  of  the  first  year  of  this  King's  reign,  wa9  to  com- 
mence from  the  first  of  October  in  that  year,  and  continue 
unto  the  rising  of  the  sun  on  the  first  of  June  following.

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The  remainder  of  the  year  was  spent  in  unsuccessful 
negotiations,  and  war  was  declared  at  the  parliament  held 
at  Leicester1  in  April  1414.  Esquires  were  despatched  to 
the  Duke  of  Holland  to  provide  shipping  from  Zealand 
for  the  King’s  voyage  in  person  to  France  ;2  and  on  the 
19th  April,  in  the  third  year  of  the  King’s  reign,  a pay- 
ment was  made  for  a repast  in  the  palace  at  West- 
minster, given  to  the  Duke  of  Clarence  and  other  Lords 
dining  there,  for  advice  to  be  had  respecting  the  King’s 
voyage  to  Harfleur.3  Henry  having  embarked  his  army, 
which  consisted  of  about  50,000  men,  sailed  on  the  20th 
August,  1415,  leaving  his  brother,  the  Duke  of  Bedford, 
Regent  in  England.  He  landed  at  Havre  de  Grace,  and 
not  many  days  after  began  the  siege  of  Harfleur,  soon  after 
the  commencement  of  which  a commission  was  sent  to  the 
Constable  of  Dover  Castle  and  Warden  of  the  Cinque 
Ports,  directing  him  to  send  all  fishing  vessels  within  those 
ports,  supplied  with  men  and  tackle,  to  fish  on  the  French 
coast  for  support  of  the  King’s  army  then  at  Harfleur.4 

King  Henry’s  arms  having  been  crowned  with  success 
at  Harfleur  and  Agincourt,  provision  is  made  on  the  Issue 
Roll  for  some  of  the  prisoners  of  greater  note.  William 
Loveneye5  is  directed  to  provide  for  the  charges  and 
expenses  of  the  household  of  the  Dukes  of  Orleans  and 
Bourbon,  who  were  confined  in  Pomfret6  and  Somerton 
Castles,  together  with  other  earls,  lords,  and  French 
knights,  taken  at  the  battle  of  Agincourt : provision  is 
also  made  for  the  support  of  George  de  Clere7  and  three 
barons,  his  companions,  with  thirteen  knights  and  seventeen

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other  prisoners  taken  at  Harfleur,  then  in  the  custody  of 
Sir  John  Bourchier,  in  the  Tower  of  London. 

Payments  for  Arthur  de  Bretayne,  Earl  of  Richmond, 
the  Earl  of  Vewe,  Sir  John  Meugre,  Sir  Burcegant, 
Marshal  of  France,  prisoners  at  Fodringay  Castle,  in  cus- 
tody of  Sir  Thomas  Burton,  will  also  be  found  on  these 
Rolls.1 

The  King  directs  1000  marks  to  be  paid  to  Sir  John 
Grey,  as  part  of  a larger  sum  tor  the  ransom  ol  the 
Earl  of  Vewe,  lately  taken  at  Agincourt.2  The  appoint- 
ment of  Agincourt  herald3  was  made  at  this  period,  and 
he  was  sent  with  letters  of  privy  seal  to  the  Emperor,  the 
Duke  of  Bavaria,  and  to  other  foreign  dukes  and  earls. 
The  Gloucester  herald  was  at  the  same  time  sent  to  the 
Kings  of  Castile,  Leon,  Portugal,  and  Navarre,  to  an- 
nounce to  them  certain  matters  and  affairs  of  importance 

concerning  the  King  of  England. 

Payments  are  entered  on  the  Rolls  for  wages  and  re- 
wards to  the  captains,  bannerets,  knights,  and  men  at 
arms  ; also  to  the  gunners,  archers,  masons,  carpenters, 
and  labourers  constantly  remaining  in  the  town  ol  Har- 
fleur 4 for  the  safe  custody  thereof,  and  for  repairing  the 
walls  and  buildings  there  : also  to  Edward  Courtenay, 
son  of  the  Earl  of  Devon,5  for  his  five  knights,  343  men  at 
arms,  and  700  archers,  to  protect  the  sea ; with  similar 
payments  to  John,  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  and  Lord  Clifford, 
for  their  attendance  on  the  King  during  this  war. 

The  King’s  attention  to  his  affairs  in  France  was  par- 
tially diverted  by  contentions  at  home ; and  though  the 
suppression  of  these  disturbances  did  not  require  his  pre-

sence,  yet  it  was  found  necessary  to  issue  commissions, 
directed  to  knights  and  esquires,  to  assemble  men  at  arms 
and  archers  to  resist  an  insurrection  in  Scotland,1  and  to 
make  war  against  that  country,  if  necessary.  Henry, 
during  his  war  with  France,  seldom  visited  England,  ex- 
cept for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  subsidies  or  grants  from 
his  parliament;  but  a constant  communication  was  kept  up 
with  him  in  Normandy,  as  is  shown  by  some  of  the  fol- 
lowing entries  on  the  Issue  Rolls. 

The  Bishop  of  Saint  David’s,2  the  King’s  confessor, 
with  his  family,  go  to  the  King’s  presence  in  Normandy ; 
the  expenses  of  himself  and  clerks  from  Southampton  to 
Cane  are  paid,  and  liokes,  croch.es,  and  other  ornaments, 
are  provided  for  the  King’s  chapel  there.3  Cloth  is 
sent  to  the  King  for  his  army,  and  garters  provided  for 
the  knights  of  the  Garter  at  the  feast  of  Saint  George,  to 
be  celebrated  in  Normandy4  in  the  fifth  year  of  the 
King  s reign.  The  King’s  specie  and  jewels  were  sent  to 
him  in  Normandy5  in  the  seventh  year  of  his  reign ; and 
Walter  Wodehall,6  one  of  the  organists  of  Saint  Paul’s 
Church,  London,  is  appointed  by  the  King’s  Council  to 
proceed  with  five  other  organists  to  the  King’s  presence 
in  Normandy,  and  there  to  serve  him  in  his  chapel. 

About  this  period  it  would  appear  the  King’s  malady 
made  him  sensible  his  end  was  approaching ; a malady 
winch  the  surgeons  at  that  period  had  not  sufficient  skill 
to  cure.  W e find  that  Master  Peter  Henewer,7  a phy- 
sician, was  sent  by  the  Council  to  the  King ; but  his  com-

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plaint  rather  demanded  the  assistance  of  a surgeon.  He 
is  stated  latterly  to  have  applied  himself  earnestly  to  his 
devotions,  which  is  fully  warranted  by  the  prepaiations 
found  upon  the  Issue  Rolls  for  such  solemnities.  The 
keeper  of  the  vests  in  the  Ring  s chapel  at  W indsoi  is 
directed  to  take  certain  books,  vests,  and  other  ornaments 
from  his  said  chapel  to  Rouen.1  A bible2  was  written 
out  for  the  King’s  use  on  sixty-six  quaternes  of  calf  skins. 
And  finally,  on  the  last  Roll  of  this  King’s  reign  we  find 
the  entry  of  a payment  to  John  Ardern,  Clerk  ol  the 
Works,  for  36  tons  of  stone  brought  from  Caen,  purchased 
for  the  tomb  of  King  Henry  V.,  to  be  erected  in  Westmin- 
ster Abbey.3  A covenant  was  entered  into  with  a wax- 
chandler  of  London  to  provide  divers  hearses  at  Dover, 
Canterbury,  Osprynge,  Rochester,  Dartford,  Saint  Paul  s, 
and  Westminster,  for  the  funeral  of  the  said  Lord  the  King, 
so  brought  from  France  to  England  through  the  towns 
and  cities  aforesaid,  to  take  place  at  Westminster ; and  a 
further  payment  is  made  for  erecting  the  tomb  there.4 

The  few  notices  of  Catharine,  the  Queen  of  Henry  V., 
upon  the  Issue  Rolls  consist  of  a summons  to  the  bishops, 
abbots,  priors,  and  other  prelates,  to  be  at  Westminster 
on  the  third  Sunday  in  Easter,  in  the  eighth  year  of  the 
Kind’s  reign,  there  to  solemnize  the  Queen’s  coronation.5 
Also  lords,  ladies,  knights,  and  esquires  are  summoned  to 
be  present  at  Windsor  on  the  12th  January  in  the  ninth

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year  of  the  King,  to  solemnize  the  purification  of  the 
Queen  ; 1 and  Doctor  Boyery  was  appointed  her  confessor, 
and  John  Langton  her  chaplain.  Divers  ships  and  vessels 
vi  eie  retained  at  Southampton,  Melcombe,  and  other  ports 
on  the  western  coast,  for  the  passage  of  the  Lady  the 
Queen,2  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  and  her  retinue,  to  France;3 
and  provision  is  made  for  her  dower  in  the  second  year  of 
King  Henry  VI.,  prior  to  her  marriage  with  Owen  Tudor. 

There  are  many  entries  on  the  Rolls  of  this  reign  re- 
ferring to  the  persecutions  against  the  Lollards  and  follow- 
ers of  the  doctrines  of  Wicliff ; some  of  those  connected  with 
the  proceedings  against  Sir  John  Oldcastle  have  been  se- 
lected as  the  most  interesting.  Sir  John  was  in  great  favour 
with  the  King,  who,  it  is  said,  personally  remonstrated  with 
him  to  submit  to  the  censure  of  the  church,  and  abjure 
the  errors  of  Wicliff ; upon  his  refusal  to  do  so,  his  fate 
is  familiar  to  all,  by  his  sufferings  in  Saint  Giles’s  in  the 
Fields,  where  he  was  burnt  as  a heretic.  Upon  this 
occasion  a decree  was  drawn  up  by  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  forbidding  the  scriptures  to  be  translated 
into  English.  The  earliest  notice  of  Sir  John  Oldcastle 
on  the  Issue  Rolls  is  to  be  found  upon  that  of  the  first 
year  of  this  King’s  reign,  where  proclamation4  is  stated 
to  have  been  made  that  none  of  his  Majesty’s  liege  sub- 
jects should  harbour  Sir  John,  therein  described  as  an 
approved  and  convicted  heretic,  also  offering  a reward  for 
his  apprehension.  The  King’s  proclamation  seems  to

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have  been  but  little  regarded.  The  new  doctrines  were 
generally  favoured  ; and  though  spies  were  set  to  keep  a 
careful  watch  in  the  night  time  at  Smithfield,1  to  seize 
Sir  John,  who  was  suspected  to  be  secreted  there,  in  the 
house  of  William  the  parchment-maker,  where  he  had 
lately  dwelt,  he  eluded  their  vigilance,  and  they  found 
only  certain  books  of  the  Lollards,  which  were  seized  and 
taken  to  the  King.  The  Lollards  were  at  this  period 
strictly  watched,  and  if  detected,  executed.  Many  of 
them  were  sacrificed  through  the  instrumentality  of 
Thomas  Burton,2  who  was  rewarded  as  the  King’s  spy, 
for  his  great  pains,  diligence,  and  attention  in  observing 
the  proceedings  of  the  Lollards,  and  for  certifying  their 
intentions  to  the  Lord  the  King.  The  seizure  of  the 
lands  and  goods  of  Sir  John,  forfeited  to  the  Crown, 
after  the  sentence  of  heresy,  appears  to  have  been  attended 
with  as  much  difficulty  as  the  capture  of  his  person. 
John  Darell,3  the  King’s  esclieator  in  Kent,  was  espe- 
cially rewarded  for  his  labour  and  costs  in  this  matter, 
“ sometimes  riding  with  twenty,  and  sometimes  thirty 
horsemen,  for  fear  of  the  soldiers  and  other  malefactors 
adhering  to  and  obstinately  favouring  Sir  John  Oldcastle.” 
Sir  John  was,  however,  after  his  escape  from  the  Tower, 
retaken,  and  the  1000  marks  offered  in  the  King’s  pro- 
clamation forhis  seizure  were  paid  to  Elizabeth,  the  wife 
of  Edward  Charleton,  and  to  John  Fitz  Piers,  Esquires, 
executors  of  Edward  Lord  Powys,3  in  whose  lordship  he 
was  captured,  and  whence  he  was  taken  to  the  Duke  of 
Bedford,  then  Regent.4

HENRY  VI. 

The  entries  on  the  Issue  Rolls  connected  with  the  his- 
tory of  the  long  and  eventful  reign  of  King  Henry  VI. 
can  only  he  slightly  referred  to,  in  consequence  of  the  space 
that  has  already  been  devoted  to  the  preceding  reigns. 

is  published  in  Latin,  vol.  ii.  p.  324  of  the/fa/s  of  the  Privy  Council,  the  sub- 
stance of  which,  in  English,  is  as  follows  : A Commission  fi'om  the  King, 
dated  20th  February,  9 Hen.  V.,  directed  to  Bartholomew  Goldbeter  and 
other  goldsmiths  of  London;  John  Derlyngton,  the  exchanger  and  assa)ei 
of  money;  and  Gisbright  Vanbranburgh,  the  King’s  engraver  in  the  Tower 
of  London  : stating  that  in  the  last  parliament  held  at  Westminster,  the 
Commons  had  desired  that  good  and  lawful  weights  for  the  noble,  half  noble, 
and  ferling  of  gold,  should  be  delivered  by  the  Treasurer  to  every  city,  borough, 
or  trading  town,  which  desired  to  have  the  same ; and  commanding  them  to 
make  the  said  weights,  together  with  ten  instruments  called  puncheons,  five 
of  them  bearing  a crown  and  the  other  five  a fleui-dc-lis ; with  which 
puncheons  each  of  the  said  weights  was  to  be  stamped,  See.

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The  Duke  of  Bedford’s  appointment  as  Protector  or 
Guardian  of  the  realm  during  the  minority  of  the  young 
King,  and  the  Duke  of  Gloucester’s  investiture  with  the 
same  dignity  during  the  absence  of  his  elder  brother, 
explain  the  fact  that  most  of  the  important  events  referred 
to  by  the  Issue  Rolls  at  this  early  period  of  the  King’s 
reign,  are  found  connected  with  the  names  of  those  per- 
sonages and  the  Council  appointed  by  parliament  to  assist 
them  in  their  administration ; and  consequently,  that  the 
King  himself  is  seldom  noticed. 

The  person  and  education  of  the  infant  Prince  were 
committed  to  Henry  Beaufort,  Bishop  of  Winchester,  liis 
great  uncle,  and  the  earliest  entries  to  be  found  on  these 
Rolls  alluding  personally  to  the  King,  are  an  order  to 
provide  a house  at  Winchester 1 for  the  safe  and  secure 
custody  of  his  chests  of  bows,  arrows,  stock,  and  stuff ; 
and  directions  to  purchase  a quantity  of  plate  and  silver 
vessels  for  the  King’s  use.2 

The  payments  to  the  English  and  foreign  heralds  at- 
tending upon  the  young  King  show  that  he  was  installed 
a knight  of  the  order  ol  the  Garter  previously  to  the  6th 
year  of  his  reign.3 

On  the  Roll  of  the  year  following  is  a payment  to 
Richard,  Earl  of  A\  arwick  and  Albemarle,  who,  on  the 
1st  June,  in  the  sixth  year  ol  the  King’s  reign,  was,  with 
the  advice  and  assent  of  the  Dukes  of  Bedford  and  Glou- 
cester, and  of  all  the  Lords  of  the  King’s  Great  Council, 
appointed  to  be  about  the  King’s  person,  for  the  safe  cus- 
tody thereof;  to  exercise  all  pains  and  true  diligence  for 
his  preservation  ; to  instruct  and  inform  him  in  manners

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and  useful  literature,  in  the  manner  and  form  specified  by 
certain  letters-patent  granted  to  the  said  Earl.1 

The  Kind’s  coronation  is  mentioned  to  have  taken 
place  on  the  6th  November,  in  the  8th  year  of  his  reign, 
and  that,  on  the  24tli  April  following,  lie  left  England  for 
France.2 

The  King  having  attained  the  23rd  year  of  his  age,  the 
Cardinal  and  his  friends  proposed  Margaret  of  Anjou, 
daughter  of  Regnier,  titular  King  of  Sicily,  Naples,  and 
Jerusalem,  as  a more  suitable  match  for  the  King  than 
the  daughter  of  the  Count  d’Armagnac,  who  had  been 
proposed  by  the  Duke  of  Gloucester,  who  headed  the  party 
opposed  to  the  Cardinal,  and  between  whom  there  were  per- 
petual jealousies  and  contests  for  sovereignty  and  power. 

The  Cardinal,  however,  in  this  instance,  was  suc- 
cessful, and  in  the  22nd  year  of  his  reign  the  Marquis  of 
Suffolk3  was  dispatched  to  bring  over  and  safely  conduct 
the  Queen  to  the  King’s  presence.  Numerous  payments 
are  entered  upon  the  Issue  Rolls  of  this  year  made  to  the 
Earl  and  Countess  of  Shrewsbury,  the  Garter  King  of 
Arms,  the  Queen’s  Master  of  the  Horse,  and  other  officers 
and  persons  attendant  upon  her  Majesty ; and  also  for  the

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expenses  of  her  household,  detailing  many  circumstances 
relating  to  her  marriage.1 

The  Queen’s  coronation  soon  succeeded  her  nuptials, 
and  the  bishops,  abbots,  and  nobility  were  thereupon  sum- 
moned. We  also  find,  upon  this  occasion,  that  five  min- 
strels attended  from  the  King  of  Sicily,  two  from  the 
Duke  of  Milan,  together  with  the  ambassadors,  esquires, 
and  other  attendants  sent  in  the  Queen’s  retinue  by  the 
King  her  father.2 

It  would  occupy  too  much  space  were  we  to  specify 
many  other  interesting  payments  connected  with  this 
Queen  and  her  infant  son  Edward;  the  following,  how- 
ever, are  entitled  to  notice,  namely,  that  of  554/.  166*.  8<7., 
made  by  the  Queen,  as  well  for  an  “ embroidered  cloth 
called  crisome,3  for  the  baptism  of  the  Prince  the  King’s 
son ; and  for  20  yards  of  russet  cloth  of  gold,  called 
tisshu,  and  540  broun  sable  bakkes:”  and  to  the  prior 
and  convent  of  Westminster  for  wax-lights,  &c.,  burnt  at 
the  baptism  of  the  said  Prince  Edward. 

We  are  in  like  manner  compelled,  for  the  reason  above 
stated,  to  pass  over  many  other  interesting  payments 
made  on  behalf  of  the  King  during  his  sojourn  at  Kenil- 
worth,4 Coventry,  and  other  places,  previously  to  his 
seizure  and  confinement  in  the  Tower  of  London,  that 
the  reader’s  attention  may  be  directed  to  some  of  the  more 
curious  entries  to  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  this 
volume. 

So  many  conjectures  and  false  assertions  have  been 
made  relating  to  the  imprisonment,  death,  and  burial  of

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this  King,  that  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  give  the  fol- 
lowing entries  connected  therewith,  in  preference  to  many 
others,  though  possessing  equal  historical  importance. 

During  the  last  confinement,  which  ended  with  Henry’s 

o 

life,  he  was  under  the  charge  of  two  esquires,  named  Rad- 
clif  and  Sayer,  who,  with  several  other  persons,  were 
placed  in  the  Tower  to  attend  to  his  safe  custody ; and  the 
following  memoranda  of  payments  to  be  found  on  the 
Issue  Rolls  throw  considerable  light  on  the  nature  ol  his 
treatment  and  restrictions. 

To  Robert  Radclyf,1  Esquire.  In  money  paid  to  him 
for  the  expenses  of  Henry,  late  in  deed,  but  not  of  right. 
King  of  England,  on  the  23rd  April,  anno  xi.  Edward  IV. 
— 20s. 

To  William  Sayer,  Esquire.2  In  money  advanced  to 
him,  for  the  diet  of  the  said  Henry  and  eleven  persons  at- 
tending in  the  Tower  for  his  safe  custody, — 21.  10s. 

To  Robert  Cosyn,3  10/.,  to  provide  robes,  beds,  and 
other  necessaries  for  the  said  Henry,  being  within  the 
Tower. 

To  Robert  Radclyf  and  William  Sayer,4  Esquires.  In 
money  paid  to  them  for  their  wages  and  daily  provision, 
and  for  the  diet  and  wages  of  36  other  persons,  each  re- 
ceiving 6 d.  per  day,  attending  at  the  Tower  for  the  safe 
custody  of  the  said  Henry,  for  seven  days,  the  first  day 
beginning  on  the  29th  April,  in  the  11th  year  of  King 
Edward  IV. 

To  William  Sayer,  Esquire.5  In  money  paid  to  him, 
for  the  expenses  and  diet  of  the  said  Henry,  and  ten  per- 
sons attending  in  the  Tower  for  the  custody  of  the  said

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Henry;  viz.,  for  fourteen  days, — 4/.  5s.;  together  with 
many  other  payments  on  the  same  Roll  for  attendance  on 
the  King  during  his  confinement  in  the  Tower. 

The  historian  of  Croyland  states,  that  after  King 
Henry’s  death,  his  body  was  taken  with  “ bylies  and 
gleaves  as  he  was  thider  brought  ” to  Saint  Paul’s,  where 
it  lay  for  some  days  upon  a bier,  exposed  to  the  view  of 
the  people ; thence  in  a barge,  solemnly  prepared  with 
torches,  it  was  conveyed  by  water  to  Chertsey  to  be 
buried.  But  Hall,  Grafton,  and  Hollinshed  are  not  will- 
ing to  allow  that  any  decent  respect  was  paid  to  the  King’s 
burial.  They  tell  us  that  his  corpse  was  conveyed  to  its 
resting-place  at  Chertsey  “ without  priest  or  clearke,  torch 
or  taper,  singing  or  saying;”  though  some  of  the  fol- 
lowing interesting  memoranda,  found  on  the  Issue  Rolls, 
evince  the  contrary  to  be  the  truth ; and  with  these  we 
must  close  the  life  of  this  unhappy  monarch  ; viz.  : — 

To  Hugh  Brice.1  In  money  paid  to  him,  for  such 
moneys  expended  for  wax,  linen,  spices,  and  other  ordi- 
nary expenses  incurred  for  the  burial  of  the  said  Henry  of 
Windsor,  who  died  within  the  Tower  of  London  ; and  for 
wages  and  rewards  to  divers  men  carrying  torches  from 
the  Tower  aforesaid  to  the  cathedral  church  of  Saint 
Paul’s,  and  from  thence  to  Chertsey,  with  the  body, — 
15/.  3s.  6-J^/. 

To  Master  Richard  Martyn.2  In  money  paid  to  him  at 
different  times;  namely,  at  one  time  9/.  10s.  lid.,  for 
money  by  him  expended  for  28  yards  of  linen  cloth  of 
Holland,  and  for  expenses  incurred,  as  well  within  the 
Tower,  as  at  the  last  departure  of  the  said  Henry  ; as  also

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at  Cliertsey  on  the  day  of  his  burial ; and  for  rewards 
given  to  divers  soldiers  of  Calais  guarding  his  body,  and 
for  hire  of  barges,  with  the  masters  and  sailors  rowing  the 
same  by  the  water  of  Thames  to  Cliertsey  aforesaid ; also 
at  another  time  SI.  12 s.  3d.  for  so  much  money  by  him 
paid  to  the  four  orders  of  Brethren  within  the  city  of 
London,  and  to  the  Brethren  of  the  Holy  Cross  there ; 
also  for  other  works  of  charity,  namely,  to  the  Friars  Car- 
melites, 20s.,  to  the  Augustine  Friars,  20s.,  to  the  Friars 
Minors,  20s.,  and  to  the  Friars  Preachers  to  celebrate 
obsequies  and  masses,  40s.,  and  to  the  said  Brethren  of 
the  Holy  Cross,  10s.  for  obsequies  and  masses  said  at 
Cliertsey  aforesaid  on  the  day  of  the  burial  of  the  said 
Henry,  52s.  3d. 

The  foregoing  curious  payments  relating  to  the  con- 
finement, death,  and  burial  of  this  King,  have  been 
repeated  thus  fully,  to  ascertain  if,  on  comparing  them 
with  the  accounts  given  of  the  same  events  by  the  under- 
mentioned historians,  any  thing  may  be  found  to  warrant 
the  conclusion  that  he  came  to  a violent  death  either 
directly  by  the  hand  of  Richard,  Duke  of  Gloucester,  or 
indirectly  through  the  connivance  or  sanction  of  King 
Edward  IV.,  as  is  by  them  asserted  or  insinuated. 

It  is  clear  that  the  historian-  of  Croyland  Abbey,  a 
coeval  writer,  was  impressed  with  this  idea ; and  although 
he  does  not  disclose  the  fulness  of  his  thoughts,  he  says, 
“ May  God  spare  and  give  time  for  repentance  to  him, 
whosoever  it  was,  that  dared  to  lay  his  sacrilegious  hands 
on  the  Lord’s  anointed.”  Fabian  says  on  this  subject, 
“ Of  ye  deth  of  this  prynce  dyverse  tales  were  tolde ; but 
the  moost  comon  fame  wente,  that  he  was  strykked  with 
a dagger  by  the  handes  of  the  Duke  of  Gloucester.” 
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Hall,  who  is  copied  by  Grafton  and  Hollinshed,  states 
that  “ poore  Kyng  Henry  the  Sixte,  a litle  before  deprived 
of  his  realme  and  imperiall  crowne,  was  now  in  the  Tower 
of  London  spoyled  of  his  life,  and  all  worldly  felicitie,  by 
Richard,  Duke  of  Gloucester  (as  the  constant  fame  ramie); 
which  to  thintent  that  King  Edward  his  brother  should 
be  clere  out  of  all  secret  suspicion  of  sodain  invasion 
murdered  the  said  Kyng  with  a dagger.”  But  Hollin- 
shed makes  an  important  addition,  and  tells  us  nevertheless 
that  some  writers,  who  he  says  were  favourers  of  the 
house  of  York,  have  recorded  that  after  King  Henry 
understood  the  losses  that  had  happened  to  his  adherents, 
the  murder  of  his  son,  and  the  destruction  of  his  friends, 
he  took  it  so  to  heart  that  he  died.  Stow  follows  the 
statement  of  Fabian. 

From  these  conflicting  accounts  it  is  impossible  to 
arrive  at  the  truth.  Probably  much  of  the  information 
given  by  the  before-named  writers  was  obtained  from 
popular  report,  the  last  fountain  to  which  the  historian 
should  have  recourse,  as  in  every  age  men  have  shown 
too  strong  a predilection  for  the  marvellous  and  romantic. 
The  only  legitimate  test  by  which  many  events  in  English 
history  can  be  tried  is  the  original  record  of  them  to  be 
found  in  the  Issue  Rolls  and  other  authentic  documents. 
The  investigation  of  these  may  appear  uninviting  and 
laborious,  but  it  often  tends  to  important  and  satisfactory 
results.  Can  any  dispassionate  reader  of  history,  with 
these  resources  before  him,  assert  at  the  present  day  that 
“ no  decent  respect  was  paid  to  the  burial  of  King  Henry,” 
and  tell  us  that  “ his  corpse  was  conveyed  to  Chertsey 
without  priest  or  clerk,  torch  or  taper,  singing  or  pray- 
ing?” or  that  “ the  King  was  strykked  with  a dagger  by 
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the  hands  of  the  Duke  of  Gloucester,”  when  it  is  doubtful 
whether  he  was  even  in  London  at  the  time  of  the  King’s 
decease  ? it  being  known  that  almost  immediately  after  the 
battle  of  Tewkesbury  he  marched  with  part  of  the  army 
into  Kent  to  suppress  the  rebels  there;  added  to  which  he 
was  only  eighteen  years  of  age  at  this  period ; King 
Edward’s  numerous  issue,  and  the  ill  fated  Clarence,  pre- 
cluded him  from  any  prospect  of  the  Crown ; and  he  had 
always  received  the  greatest  kindness  and  confidence  from 
the  King  whom  he  is  usually  represented  to  have  mur- 
dered.

government  thereof. 

Former  grants  by  Kings  Edward  III.  and  Richard  II. 
confirmed  to  the  Dean  and  Canons  of  the  King’s  free 
chapel  of  Saint  Stephen’s,1  Westminster,  of  certain 
manors,  advowsons,  lands,  and  possessions  therein  men- 
tioned, together  with  the  nature  of  their  tenure. 

Plate  purchased  for  the  King’s  use ; viz.  a large  silver 
spice  plate,  with  a gilt  cover ; three  round  saltcellars, 
silver  gilt,  with  covers  ; three  candelabras,  silver  gilt,  with 
pykes,  &c.,  specifying  their  weight  and  value.2

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been  indicted  for  divers  felonies,  insurrections,  murders, 
rebellions,  errors,  and  heresies.1 


Payments  to  John,  Duke  of  Bedford,  Regent  ol  F ranee, 
for  his  costs  and  expenses  in  coming  from  France  at  the 


request  of  the  Council,  for  the  tranquillity  of  England,  at 
his  own  costs  and  charges;  also  for  his  return  to  France; 


and  for  Thomas,  Duke  of  Exeter,  and  many  other  knights 
and  esquires ; giving  an  account  of  the  shipping,  men  at 
arms,  &c.,  retained  on  this  occasion.2 

Annuity  granted  to  Paul  Count  de  Valache,3  who  had

Installation  of  the  Duke  de  Quymbre,3  son  of  the  King 
of  Portugal,  as  a knight  of  the  Garter. 

Payments  to  John,  Duke  of  Norfolk,4 5  son  of  Thomas, 
late  Earl  of  Nottingham,  and  Marshal  of  England;  which 
said  Earl  Thomas  King  Richard  II.,  in  the  1st  year  of  his 
reign,  created  Duke  of  Norfolk,  by  placing  a coronet  upon 
his  head,  and  delivery  of  the  golden  rod  with  an  exhort- 
ation to  virtue,  and  to  whom  he  granted  an  annuity  of  40 
marks  for  the  better  support  of  his  estate  and  dignity. 

Payments  directed  by  the  King  to  be  made  to  Sir 
William  Phelyp  and  others,  executors  of  Thomas,  late 
Duke  of  Exeter,  for  two  jewels;  viz.  one  of  Saint  George, 
and  the  other  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  praying  on  the 
Mount?  garnished  with  pearls  and  precious  stones,  as

Henry  Percy,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  is  appointed  to 
assist  the  Cardinal  in  his  negotiations  ; and  payments  are 
made  to  the  Earl  of  Salisbury,  attending  the  Cardinal  upon 
the  same  affairs. 

The  King  of  Scotland  having  failed  in  his  agreement 
to  pay  the  soldiers  at  Calais,3  a new  assignment  for  that 
purpose  is  made,  charged  on  certain  payments  due  from 
the  Duke  of  Bourbon.  Many  payments  are  here  entered 
on  the  Rolls  for  the  fleet  and  army  proceeding  to  France 
under  the  Cardinal  of  England,  the  King’s  uncle.  Large 
sums  of  money  were  borrowed  upon  this  occasion,  and 
bonds  given  for  repayment  thereof,  as  well  to  the  most  holy 
Father  the  Pope  as  to  the  before-mentioned  Cardinal. 

Brother  John  Asshewell,4  Prior  of  the  Holy  Trinity, 

might  merit  recital,  but  a detailed  account  of  these  ornaments  would  require 
a space  which  neither  the  limits  nor  intention  of  this  work  will  allow.

and  other  valuables,  which  were  seized  at  Sandwich,1  but 
restored  by  order  of  Parliament;  the  King  and  the  Council 
at  the  same  time  acknowledging  the  great  services  the 
Cardinal  had  rendered  the  state.  Some  few  particulars 
only  relating  to  this  affair  could  be  extracted  : for  further 
information  see  the  references  below. 

Certain  payments  on  exchange  of  money  remitted  to 
Thomas,  Bishop  of  Worcester,  on  his  proceeding  to  the 
General  Council  at  Basyll,2  upon  certain  great  causes, 
especially  concerning  the  Lord  the  King,  &c.

— the  Bishop  of  Rochester  also  sent  to  the  General  Council 
there. 

Payments  to  the  executors  of  John  Clyff,  a minstrel, 
who  was  appointed  to  attend  the  late  King  Henry  V.  to 
France,  with  seventeen  other  minstrels,3  for  a certain  pe- 
riod, at  the  rate  of  12 cl.  per  day  ; for  security  of  which 
allowance,  John  Clyff  had  several  jewels  delivered  to  him ; 
namely,  a silver  lantern,  gilt ; a tabernacle  standing  upon 
four  feet ; ewers,  engraved  with  the  arms  of  England,  and 
stages  and  several  other  curious  pieces  of  plate. 

The  King’s  servant,  on  coming  from  the  Duke  of  Bed-

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lord,  in  France,  to  Humphrey,  Duke  of  Gloucestei,  and 
the  Council,  in  England,  was  seized  in  the  night-time  hy 
the  King’s  enemies,  whilst  lying  in  bed,  between  Beauvais 
and  Amiens,  and  taken  into  a wood,  where  he  remained 
two  nights  and  two  days  in  despair  ol  his  life.  The  Glou- 
cester herald  at  arms  was  also  robbed  and  put  to  great  and 
excessive  charge  about  this  period,  when  upon  the  King  s 
affairs  in  France.1 

Richard  Grygge2  proceeds,  at  imminent  risk,  in  a boat, 
from  Dover  to  Calais,  to  ascertain  the  safe  arrival  of  the 
King  at  the  latter  place,  and  returns  to  inform  the  Duke 
of  Gloucester  and  the  Council  thereof,  at  Canterbury. 

Brother  John  Lowe  appointed  the  King’s  Con  lessor, 
specifying  the  allowances  to  be  made  to  him  and  his 
servants ; which  were  to  be  regulated  by  the  allowances 
made  to  the  Confessors  of  former  Kings,  whose  names 
are  mentioned  in  this  entry.3

The  Duke  of  Somerset  retained  as  the  King’s  Lieu- 
tenant and  Captain  General  in  Aquitaine,  in  which  service 
he  employed  certain  warlike  instruments  called  “ ribault- 
quines  :”5  also  an  account  is  given  of  the  number  of  bows, 
arrows,  lances  headed  with  iron,  long  pavys  with  iron 
spikes,  shovels,  secnons,  pekoys,  leaden  malets,  and  other 
necessaries,  provided  for  his  army ; and  a statement  of 
wages  paid  to  the  officers  and  men  serving  under  him. 

Note. — The  Roll  of  the  21st  year  of  this  King’s  reign 

having,  as  was  pretended,  devised  an  image  of  wax  to  represent  the  King, 
whose  person,  through  the  medium  of  their  witchcraft,  was  gradually  to  con- 
sume and  die  away,  as  the  said  image  should  melt  before  a slow  fire.  The 
learned  Editor  of  the  Acts  of  the  Privy  Council  regrets  that  no  notices 
relating  to  the  imprisonment  of  the  Duchess  of  Gloucester  should  occur  01^ 
the  Minutes  of  the  Council : the  Issue  Rolls  contain  many  curious  entries 
concerning  her.

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Payments  to  Philip  Trehere,  fishmonger,  for  instructing 
the  Prior  of  Kilmaynan,1  who  lately  appealed  the  Earl 
of  Ormond  of  high  treason,  in  certain  points  of  arms, 
and  for  instructing  and  consulting  with  John  Davy,  who 
appealed  John  Cateur,  armourer,  of  treason. 

Recompense  made  to  William  Posted,  gunner  and 
maker  of  implements  of  war,  who  had  served  the  King 
in  liis  wars  in  France  and  Normandy  lor  eighteen  years, 
and  had  there  lost  his  inheritance  : also  because  certain 
cannon  were  taken  from  his  house  by  direction  of  the 
King’s  Council  in  Normandy,  during  the  siege  of  Har- 
fieur,2  and  destroyed  in  the  bombardment  thereof. 

John  Hayne,3  under  arrest,  and  in  the  custody  of  the 
Constable  of  England,  petitions  the  Council  to  be  released, 
complaining  that,  during  his  confinement,  he  had  lost 
great  part  of  his  inheritance,  and  that  the  King’s  enemies 
and  rebels  had  seized  and  destroyed  his  castle,  &c.,  at 
Porteseveston. 

The  President  and  fellows  of  Saint  Margaret’s  and 
Saint  Barnard’s  College,  Cambridge,4  relieved  on  account 
of  their  poverty. 

Andrew  FIuls  and  John  Solers  sent,  by  direction  of  the 
King’s  Council,  to  communicate  with  Jack  Cade,5  calling

pear on  a comparison  ; namely  : — “ Although  Richard,  Duke  of  York,  was 
absent,  having  been  sent  to  quell  some  disturbances  in  Ireland,  yet,  perhaps, 
it  was  not  without  his  connivance  that  John  Cade,  a bold  adventurer,  (under 
the  name  of  John  Mortimer,  and  sometimes  Sir  John  Amend-all,)  at  the 
head  of  a numerous  rout  of  Kentish  men,  after  having  defeated  and  slain 

Sir  Humphrey  Stafford  and  his  son,  who  had  opposed  him  near  Seven  Oaks, 
dared  to  enter  London  in  arms.  There  he  beheaded  the  Loul  Say  and  Seal, 

and  Sir  James  Cromer,  Sheriff  of  Kent,  and,  striking  his  staff  on  London 
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himself  the  Captain  of  Kent.  The  King  directs  Sir 
Thomas  Tyrell  and  Richard  Waller,  Esquire,  to  go  to 
Rochester  and  seize  the  goods  belonging  to  John  Morti- 
mer, the  traitor.  Payments  were  also  made  to  Alexander 
Eden,  Sheriff  of  Kent,  John  Davy,  and  others  of  the  same 
county,  “ for  taking  John  Cade,  an  Irishman,  calling 
himself  John  Mortimer,  a great  rebel,  enemy,  and  traitor 
to  the  King,  and  for  conducting  him,  together  with 
Robert  Spencer,  a sworn  brother  to  the  said  traitor,  and 
William  Parmenter,  to  the  King’s  Council.” 

Payment  to  Richard,  Duke  of  York,  for  his  jewels 
stolen  from  the  house  of  Philip  Malpas,  in  the  city  of 
London,  by  Jack  Cade,  which  jewels  were  afterwards  de- 
livered into  the  Receipt  of  the  Exchequer.  John,  Car- 
dinal Archbishop  of  York,  proceeds  to  Rochester  under 
the  King’s  commission,  to  tranquillize  the  county,  and 
recover  plate,  &c.,  stolen  by  Cade  and  his  party. 

Garter  king  at  arms  directed  to  conduct  the  Earl  of 
Douglas,  about  to  arrive  in  England  from  the  Roman 
Court,  to  the  King’s  presence,  and  to  continue  in  attend- 
ance on  him  during  his  stay  in  England.1 

John  Kyrkeby,  Philpot  Morys,  Thomas  Bocher,  and 
William  Heyley,  confined  in  Windsor  Castle  for  treason  ; 

stone,  Cade  exclaimed,  ‘ Now  I am  master  of  London.’  A general  pardon  dis- 
persed the  rabble,  and  Cade,  endeavouring  to  escape,  fell  by  the  sword  of 
Alexander  Eyden,  an  esquire  of  Sussex,  who,  for  that  service,  was  knighted 
and  made  Governor  of  Rochester  Castle,”  &c.  The  abovenamed  Alexander 
Eden  is  called  Iden  by  Rymer,  in  the  Foodera,  vol.  xi.  p.  275,  where  may  be 
found  an  account  of  Cade’s  capture  by  the  said  Sheriff  of  Kent. 

This  Earl  Douglas  was  a most  sanguinary 
monster.  On  his  arrival  from  Rome  he  passed  through  England  with  a safe 
conduct.  James,  King  of  Scotland,  received  him  with  cautious  kindness,  in- 
vited him  to  his  palace,  and  stabbed  him  with  his  dagger.  Sir  Patrick  Gray 
(whose  nephew  he  had  most  barbarously  murdered)  clove  his  skull  with  a 
battle  axe,  and  armed  men  rushed  in  and  covered  him  with  wounds. 
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also  a person  called  Lawless,  a pirate,  taken  from  New- 
castle to  the  King’s  presence.1 

Payment  to  John  Hampton  of  expenses  incurred  for 
plays  and  solaces  performed  before  tlie  Lord  the  King  at 
the  feast  of  the  Nativity  of  the  Lord,  in  the  28th  year  of 
his  reign,  and  at  the  feast  of  Saint  George,  held  at  Wind- 
sor in  the  same  year.2 

Clai  •encieux  King  of  Arms,  and  John  Newport,  Esquire, 
sent  to  invest  the  Kings  of  Arragon  and  Poland  with  the 
order  of  the  Garter.3 

A curious  description  is  given  of  ordnance  supplied  by 
Thomas  Vaghan,  the  Master  of  the  Ordnance,  comprising, 
amongst  other  things,  serpentynes,  colveryns,  stones  for 
cannon  balls,  rybawdekyns  with  ten  and  four  chambers 
each,  and  gunners,  carpenters,  smiths,  and  match  or  lan- 
tern bearers  to  attend  the  same.4 

Fetters  purchased  to  secure  Robert  Ardern  and  John 
Mattys  in  Kenilworth  Castle,  and  to  take  them  from 
thence  to  the  city  of  Hereford.5 

A gilt  garter,  ornamented  with  pearls  and  flowers,  pre- 
sented to  the  King  of  Portugal.6 

Robert  Tomelynson  charges  John  Atte  Wode,7  of  Nor- 
folk, with  certain  horrible  treasons,  conspiracies,  and  in- 
tentions against  the  King’s  person,  the  Queen,  and  the 
Prince ; which  treasons  the  said  Robert  was  ready  to 
prove,  as  might  be  demanded  by  the  King’s  laws. 

The  more  important  entries  in  this  volume  having  been 
recapitulated  with  a view  to  draw  particular  attention  to

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them,  it  now  remains  only  to  notice  a few  others  contained 
* in  the  Appendix,  which  must  be  confined  to  King  Ed- 
ward IV.,  Richard,  Duke  of  Gloucester,  or  to  some  few 
leading  points  in  history : namely, 

Payments  are  made  for  supplying  wax  for  the  hearse  in 
the  cathedral  church  of  Saint  Paul’s,  London,  and  for  the 
exequies  and  performance  ol  divine  service  for  the  salva- 
tion of  the  soul  of  the  most  noble  and  famous  Prince  of 
worthy  memory  the  Duke  ol  York,  the  King’s  father.1 

A curious  list  of  plate,  arras,  and  other  articles  sup- 
plied to  King  Edward  IV.,  among  which  is  a payment  for 
four  pieces  of  arras,  with  a representation  of  the  history 
of  “ Nabugodonoser,”  nine  pieces  of  arras  of  the  history 
of  Alexander,  six  pieces  with  a representation  of  the 
Passion,  one  piece  with  the  Judgment,2  &c. 

The  King  also  about  this  period  borrowed  large  sums 
of  money ; among  others  appears  a loan  of  2000/.  from 
Lewis  de  Gremaldys3  and  the  merchants  of  Genoa. 

The  dresses,  armour,  and  various  other  necessary 
articles  supplied  to  the  King,  are  equally  curious,  and  not 
less  minutely  described  than  those  before  referred  to. 
Cloth  to  make  a “ jaquette”  for  the  King,  with  fustian, 
linen,  lace,  velvet,  &c.,  to  line  and  ornament  the  same, 
specifying  the  quantity  and  value  of  each  article  : trappings 
for  horses,  braices  of  mayle,  brigganders,  gauntlets,  leg- 
harness,  and  other  descriptions  of  armour,  are  also  men- 
tioned ; and  medicines  were  provided  against  the  plague. 
Many  payments  for  suppressing  the  rebels  in  the  county 
of  Kent  appear  upon  these  Rolls,  with  the  names  of

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the  leaders  and  captains  employed,  with  the  number  of 
men  under  each  commander,  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  arms  and  ammunition  supplied : — the  following  entry 
connected  with  this  subject  is  singular ; viz. — Paid  for 
two  casks  of  red  wine,  distributed  to  the  citizens  and  in- 
habitants of  the  city  of  London  after  their  conflict  with  the 
King’s  rebels  at  Mile-End  and  elsewhere.1 

The  last  extract  noticed  from  this  series  of  Rolls  is  a 
payment  to  the  master  of  the  ship  called  the  Little  Jesus, 
for  the  passage  of  a servant  of  Lord  Hasty ngs  from 
Dover  to  Calais,  sent  to  Lord  Dynham  there,  to  convey  to 
him  the  first  information  of  the  demise  ol  the  most  excel- 
lent and  dread  Prince,  of  happy  memory,  Edward  IV., 
who  is  stated  to  have  died  on  the  9th  April.2 

Many  payments  also  appear  upon  the  Issue  Rolls  about 
this  period  to  Richard,  Duke  of  Gloucester,  afterwards 
King  Richard  III.,  amongst  which  the  following  are  no- 
ticed : — 

One  thousand  pounds  paid  by  Richard,  Earl  of  War- 
wick, for  the  expenses  of  Richard,  Duke  of  Gloucester, 
the  King’s  brother.3 

Payments  to  Richard,  Duke  of  Gloucester,4  for  men  at 
arms  and  archers,  under  his  command,  specifying  their 
number  and  quality,  and  the  daily  pay  to  each ; also  for 
the  wages  of  fighting  men  under  him  in  Scotland  and 
the  marches  thereof,  and  for  repairing  the  walls  of  Car- 
lisle : these  payments  show  that  he  was  at  the  head  of  an 
army  of  20,000  men,  and  was  assisted  in  this  campaign 
by  Alexander,  Duke  of  Albany,  brother  to  the  King  of 
Scotland,  relating  to  whom,  and  his  preparations  for  the

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war  in  Scotland,  several  entries  will  also  be  found  in  the 
Appendix. 

Some  few  miscellaneous  entries  out  of  order  of  date 
have  been  introduced  at  the  end  of  the  Appendix,  with  a 
view  to  show  that  the  interest  of  the  Pell  Records  extends 
to  a much  later  period  than  specified  in  the  title  page  of 
this  volume.  Among;  these  will  be  found 

A payment  in  the  12th  year  of  King  Henry  VII.  to  Sir 
Henry  Willoughby  and  others  for  taking  “ Nicholas  Jo- 
seph,1 * chief  leader  of  the  Cornish  rebels;”  Joseph  and 
others  were  beheaded  after  their  defeat  at  the  battle  of 
Clack  heath.  On  the  same  Roll  is  to  be  found  a payment 
to  William  Thomas,  Esq.,  for  capturing  the  brother  of 
Lord  Audely. 

On  the  Roll  ol  the  lltli  Elizabetli  is  a payment  of 
500/.  to  George,  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  for  the  diet  of 
Mary,  Queen  of  Scots,"  and  400/.  paid  to  V alentine 
Brown,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  the  town  of  Berwick,  to  re- 
munerate divers  soldiers  attending  upon  the  said  unfortu- 
nate Queen.  And  in  the  40tli  year  of  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth  is  noticed  a payment  of  part  of  an  annuity 
of  100/.  to  \Y  illiam  Davidson,3  Esquire,  late  one  of  the 
principal  secretaries  to  the  Lady  the  Queen,  due  to  him 
lor  the  quarter  of  the  year  ending  at  the  feast  of  the 
Nativity  ol  Saint  John  the  Baptist,  of  that  year  ; and  it 
is  worthy  ol  remark  that  the  secretary  appears  to  have 
enjoyed  this  annual  payment  during  the  remainder  of  the 
Queen’s  reign  and  some  time  subsequent.  Although  it 
has  been  stated  that  Davidson4  was  imprisoned  in  order  to

mistress  the  Queen  ; or  that  his  crime  was  considered  so 
great  by  her  Majesty  as  to  prevent  the  receipt  of  this  pen- 
sion, or  yearly  payment,  long  after  his  dismissal  from 
office. 

The  last  payment  but  one  in  this  volume  is  to  Sir 
Thomas  Lucy,1  knight.  Sheriff  of  the  county  of  War- 
wick, for  the  charges  of  fifty  soldiers  raised  in  that  county, 
and  sent  to  Ireland  in  the  43rd  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth ; 
and  the  work  closes  with  payments  made  on  settling  the 
accounts  of  Lady  Margaret  Hawkins  and  Thomas  Drake, 
Esquire,  executors  of  John  Hawkins  and  Sir  Francis 
Drake,  the  celebrated  navigators. 


The  Editor  cannot  close  this  his  third  volume  without 
offering  his  sincere  and  unfeigned  thanks  to  his  friends 
and  the  public  for  the  patronage  and  encouragement  he

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has  received  in  his  former  publications.  He  has  pursued 
the  plan  originally  adopted  ; preserving  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible the  original  orthography  of  the  Record  in  the  spelling 
of  names  of  persons  and  places,  and  adhering  to  a literal 
translation  throughout  the  work.  He  is  aware  that  in 
some  few  instances  difficulty  may  arise  as  to  the  imme- 
diate identity  of  a person  or  place,  from  the  varied  spelling 
of  the  same  name  on  the  original  Record  : this  has  been 
in  a great  measure  obviated  by  inserting  a more  modern 
spelling  in  the  Index,  which,  producing  a double  reading, 
will  generally  remove  all  uncertainty. 

This  volume  being  also  composed  of  extracts,  and  not 
a selection  of  any  particular  series  of  events,  may  con- 
tain some  discrepancies  as  to  dates.  In  extenuation  of  this 
circumstance  (which  must  of  necessity  be  incident  to  the 
plan  of  giving  extracts  only)  the  reader  is  requested  to 
take  into  consideration  the  impossibility,  from  the  variety 
of  subjects  introduced,  of  tracing  every  entry  to  its 
original  date.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  extracts 
are  given  to  show  the  varied  and  interesting  nature  of  the 
Records;  but  it  may  with  confidence  be  asserted,  that 
there  would  be  little  difficulty  in  tracing  any  given  subject, 
from  its  commencement  to  the  close,  in  almost  all  cases 
where  the  inquirer  had  time  and  inclination  to  prosecute 
the  search. 

In  many  instances,  particularly  in  the  reigns  of  Ed- 
ward  III.,  Richard  II.,  and  Henry  IV.,  one  or  two  extracts 
only  have  been  taken  from  Rolls  approaching  one  hundred 
feet  in  length ; each  of  which,  it  fully  printed,  would  of 
itself  have  formed  a volume  nearly  the  size  of  the  present. 
The  Editor  has  also,  for  the  reasons  before  stated,  re- 
stricted himself  in  his  Introduction  to  attaching  notes  to 
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comparatively  a few  entries  ; in  some  of  these  he  fears  he 
has  trespassed  too  much  upon  the  reader’s  indulgence; 
though,  while  he  offers  his  apology,  he  cannot  refrain 
from  expressing  his  conviction  that  every  entry  extracted 
is  capable  either  of  historical  illustration,  of  elucidating 
some  points  of  history,  or  of  rendering  assistance  to  literary 
inquiries. 

In  concluding  this  Introduction,  the  Editor  has  again 
the  pleasing  task  of  expressing  his  acknowledgments  to 
Sir  John  Newport  for  his  continued  kindness,  on  all 
occasions  during  the  passing  of  this  volume  through  the 
press.  He  also  entreats  that  Arthur  Eden,  Esq.,  the 
Assistant  Comptroller,  and  Ashburnham  Bulley,  Esq., 
Chief  Clerk  of  the  establishment,  will  accept  his  unfeigned 
thanks  for  the  facility  they  have  afforded  him  while  the 
Work  was  in  progress,  evincing  an  equal  anxiety  with 
the  Comptroller-General  that  the  public  should  be  made 
fully  acquainted  with  the  nature  and  contents  of  the  im- 
portant Records  in  their  respective  departments.

vered to  her  by  John  de  Wathele  her  clerk. 

* This  Roll  forms  a diary  of  the  King’s  expenses  whilst  in  b ranee  and 
England,  which  are  added  up  every  day  and  week  ; it  also  gives  authentically 
his  route  and  stay  at  each  place,  the  time  of  his  embarkation,  &c.  com- 
mencing on  Tuesday,  the  28th  day  of  October,  at  Westminster,  from  whence 
the  King  proceeded  to  Feversham,  Whitsand,  and  Dover,  where  he  em- 
barked on  the  13th  November.  The  King’s  route  may  be  then  traced  from 
Boulogne  to  Paris,  where  lie  remained  five  weeks ; thence  to  St.  Omers, 
where  he  continued  two  months ; and  then  on  his  route  home,  where  he 
arrived  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  April.  An  account  of  the  expenses  ot 
each  department  in  the  household  is  given,  amounting  in  the  whole  to 
7500£.  for  one  year.
